family style musical entertain¬ 
ment will begin about 10 
a.m. on Saturday on Goddard 
Road. 

While the symbol of the fes¬ 
tival remains the pumpkin, au¬ 
tumn season pleasures of all 
types will be stressed. 

Billy McCraight, festival 
spokesman, told TV viewers 
last week that about 25 entries 
have been signed up for the 1 
Parade of Lights. 


With the cancellation of last 
week’s city-school district fo¬ 
rum at the Romulus Senior 
Center, city officials were 
pressed Monday night to give 
more information to the public 
on the planned millage issues 
due to be voted on Sept. 27. 

Linda Norman, senior cen¬ 
ter director, said she called off 
the planned talks by Mayor 
William Oakley and Assistant 
Superintendent Joel Carr last 
Thursday morning “because of 
an apparent lack of interest.” 

Norman said “I put a sign¬ 
up sheet for senior citizens, 
who wished to attend the fo¬ 
rum, and no one put their 
name on it!” 

On Monday night, former as¬ 
sistant Romulus Department 
of Public Works Director 
Melvin Zilka pressed Oakley 
saying that he wants “both 
those who favor and oppose 
the twin governmental issues 
should be informed of what the is- 
sues are so that we can have 
more than 13-15 percent of the 
voters turn out on Sept. 27.” 

Zilka’s statement was chal¬ 
lenged by City Councilman Do¬ 
nald Morris, who claimed 
residents would have had to 
“have their head in a hole to 
not know a referendum was 
slated on Sept. 27.” 

Zilka misunderstood 
Morris’ statement. ..thinking 
tUat the councilman had said 
hip “had a hole in his head.” 


Morris tried to correct the 
statement in Zilka’s mind both 
at the meeting and after the 


session ended. 

At last Thursday night’s 
Mayor’s Chair Cable TV Show, 
Oakley admitted he had a site 
in mind for the city’s planned 
Recreation Center, but didn’t 
wish to divulge it at this time, 
since other persons would also 
be part of the decision process 
on where the center would ac¬ 
tually be erected. 

Months ago Oakley had 
hinted that the recreation cen¬ 
ter could be placed on the old 
Junior High property - adja¬ 
cent to the current antiquated 
rec center. 

Zilka also took Oakley to 
task for stating on the TV show 
that only those in favor of the 
city millage plan need to show 
up on election day. 

Carr emphasized that ho¬ 
meowners will get a tax break 
if both the city and school dis¬ 
trict’s millages are both pas¬ 
sed. 

Carr said that persons own¬ 
ing a house valued at $100,000 
would actually save $23 a year 
in taxes, while still support¬ 
ing the erection of a new 600 
student elementary school, 
new technology and upgrades 
at all current schools, improve¬ 
ments to the district’s outdoor 
athletic facilities as well as 
erecting the city’s new recre¬ 
ation center. 

Two new swimming pools, 
one at the high school and one 
at the recreation center are 
part of the package, Carr said. 4 

In depth details on both the 
city and school district’s mil¬ 
lage proposals will appear in 
next week’s edition of the Ro- 
mulus Roman. 


Despite Columbines 

God still is in control today: massacre victims claim

For some the tragic memo¬ 
ries of the Columbine High 
School massacre will never 
end. 

The resounding pain is 
etched forever in the faces of 
at least two victims’ mothers 
and even more vividly in the 
flesh of one surviving victim, 
Mark Taylor. 

Sixteen-year-old Taylor, his 
mother, Donna; as well as Mic¬ 
hael and Vonda Shoels, the 
parents of Isaiah Shoels 
brought the tragic event to the 
heart of the Romulus-Taylor 


area, this past weekend. 

They first held a press con¬ 
ference at the Double Tree Ho¬ 
tel in Romulus and the 
following day took part in an 
emotional “Stop the Violence” 
service at the Greater Grace 
Temple in Taylor. 

Despite the despair caused 
by the multiple shooting at 
the upbeat Colorado high 
school, all felt that God is 
using the tragedy for good. 

In fact, young Taylor said 
the Christian comments “Yes, I 
believe in God” reported by 
two slain girl students in the 
Columbine library room have

helped to create a new out¬ 
break of religious fervor 
among youth in that Colorado 
area. 

Michael Shoels complained 
that he felt that many in Lit¬ 
tleton, Colorado and around 
the U.S. are still in “denial” of 
the hate that is so prevalent in 
society today. 

Shoels, whose son was the 
only African American killed 
that day, said his home was 
vandalised four times by hate- 
mongers, who oppose those in 
the community with darker 
skins. 

He found it unnatural that 
his son was forced to remove 
athletic shoes because they 
bore “gang colors,” while the 
accused shooters were permit¬ 
ted to sport long coats and 
flaunt Nazi emblems on their 
person prior to the massive 
shootings. 

The Nazi emblems were 
even erected again within the 
school when it reopened last 
month, Taylor said. 

Because of that evidence of 
“denial,” the Shoels and Tay¬ 
lors are traveling about the 
country in an effort to end the 
needless string of youth vio¬ 
lence. 

They have already spoken 
in New York, Los Angeles, Cal., 
Dayton, Ohio; Atlanta, Ga. and 
Amarillo, Tex. 

Both Taylor and Shoels said 
that security was limited at the 
school. Taylor said it appears 
more than 105 bombs were car¬ 
ried into the surburban school 
unchallenged, two nights be¬ 
fore the shootings during a 
prom night festivity. 

Luckily the two youth ac¬ 
cused of the mass killings were 
themselves slain prior to the 
using of those bombs. 

Published reports said the 
slain killers had hoped to kill 
up to at least 500 students that 
day in honor of the birthday of 
their hero, Adolf Hitler. 


The massacre victims had 
hoped that Columbine High 
would have been demolished, 
and in particular the library 
area, where most of the kill¬ 
ings took place. 

Shoels - the most loqua¬ 
cious of the quartet on Satur¬ 
day - lamented that God has 
been taken out of schools 
across the U.S. in recent de¬ 
cades. 

“When I went to school 
years ago, we started with a 
prayer and we faced no such 
violence in our classrooms. 
They (youth) should be just as 
safe today. 

“Heck the largest govern¬ 
ment in the world -- the U.S. 
Congress - still opens its day 
with a prayer. We -- particu¬ 
larly our youth - need to stand 
up and demand that God and 


prayer be brought back into 
our schools,” Shoels said un¬ 
relentingly. 

While prayer creates heal¬ 
ing, Shoels said, parents also 
need to take back their paren¬ 
tal roles both at home and in 
the schools. 

The strong-willed father, 
who admits to being a “dicta¬ 
tor” in his home, said schools 
will not become safer until 
parents get reinvolved in the 
classroom scene. 

Shoels liked the concept of 
school “mental detectors” out¬ 
lined by a local reporter, but 
said while they are needed 
“they shouldn’t replace metal 
detectors.”

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Rivers to seek repeal 
of War Powers Act...

Congresswoman Lynn 
Rivers (D-Ypsilanti) commit¬ 
ted this week to introduce a 
bill to repeal the national War 
Powers Act. 

The War Powers Act, passed 
years ago by Congress, allows 
the President to start military 
actions “in consultation with 
Congress,” but requires the op¬ 
erations to cease unless ap¬ 
proved by the full Congress 
within a specified time period. 

In the Gulf War, President 
Bush at first maintained that 
he did not need Congressional 
approval, but later bowed to 
public pressure and went to 
Congress which granted au¬ 
thority by a slim margin. 

In the Kosovo action, Presi¬ 


dent Clinton has completely ig¬ 
nored the provisions of the 
War Powers Act. 

Rivers has been a consistent 
critic of the Executive Branch 
initiating military actions 
without the prior approval of 
Congress. 

At a “coffee” meeting with 
about 30 constituents in Plym¬ 
outh this past Monday, Rivers 
repeated her often expressed 
views that the War Powers Act 
is unconstitutional. 

She was then urged to force 
the issue by introducing a bill 
to repeal ItheWar Powers Act 
and “see where it goes.” 

Rivers immediately replied 
“all right I will.” 

Her statement was greeted 
with a spontaneous ovation 
from the group. 

Rivers set no timetable for 
the introduction of such a bill.

Last week I was surprised to open my 
mail and find a six-page packet of cam¬ 
paign literature with the title, “Does the 
City Administration CONTROL the 
Wayne Eagle?”

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Doctor kicks insurance 
habit; patients sawe 


Can you afford health in¬ 
surance? 

I suppose most people 
can, especially if you work in 
Wayne County, where the 

auto economy is booming by 
post-Eisenhower standards, 
where the county offers 
health insurance plans to lo¬ 
cal small businesses, and 
where Michigan programs 
may take care of poor kids. 

I really doubt that many 
of our readers fall through 
the cracks. 

But I expect that most 
people, doctors and nurses 
excepted, think that health 
care costs too much. 

When congress and 
Hillary Clinton debated na¬ 
tional health care reform, 
the debaters never reached 
a consensus on the causes of 
steep costs nor the reme¬ 
dies. 

Everything from greedy 
doctors to gouging drug 
companies to parasitic in¬ 
surance companies were 
blamed. 

I had always attributed 
rising medical costs to better 
sanitation and medicine, 
which has increased Ameri¬ 
cans’ life spans. With people 
living years longer, insur¬ 
ance companies must pay 
for extra years of care. El¬ 
derly people require cost¬ 
lier care. 

If our medical care deteri¬ 
orated like in Russia, where 
life spans are decreasing, 
medical costs would plunge. 

That said, evidence 
comes from New Hamp¬ 
shire that doctors can re¬ 
duce health care costs by 
cutting out the insurance 
companies. 

According to an article, 



“Doctor: Cash only slashes 
prices,” by Carol Carter in 
Tuesday’s Manchester Union 
Leader. 

“Providing affordable 
health care for patients will¬ 
ing to pay cash for services 
has cut prices by more than 
half at one local osteopathic 
office.” 

The reduction occurred 
after July 1, when Dr. 
William Petemel, who oper¬ 
ates the White Mountain 
Center for Holistic Health, 
stopped accepting any 
health insurance, including 
Medicare and Medicaid. 

Dr. Petemel had felt that 
insurance companies’ fees 
were excessive, that too of¬ 
ten patients had to pay out 
of pocket, and that some in¬ 
surance companies were 
slow payers. 

“We felt we could provide 
services less expensively if 
we removed the third party” 
said Katy Petemel, the doc¬ 
tor’s wife, told Carter 

Once the center cut out 
Medicare and the insurers, 
overhead costs shrunk and 
treatment fees dwindled to 
less than half. 

“Now people come in the 
door and hand me a check 
They appreciate knowing 
how much their appoint¬ 
ment will cost and know 
they won’t receive any sur¬ 
prise bills three months 
down the road when their 


insurance carrier decides 
not to cover the services,” 
said Petemel. 

The approach will work 
well as long patients also 
buy high-deductible, cata¬ 
strophic health insurance 
plans to cover traffic acci¬ 
dent injuries and major ill¬ 
nesses. Such coverage 
would be available if either 
the state or federal govern¬ 
ment approves medical sav¬ 
ings accounts, where pa¬ 
tients pay for routine med¬ 
ical coverage and buy cata¬ 
strophic insurance to han¬ 
dle the “Big C.” 

I hope that the state gov¬ 
ernment takes the lead from 
Wayne County and enacts 
medical savings accounts, 
enabling physicians to lower 
their fees. 

My generation -- the 
Eisenhower boomers - was 
the last one to be treated by 
doctors making house calls. 
When 1 had croup as a child, 
my mother set up a bell jar 
vaporizer that hissed and 
wheezed, and she called the 
doctor, who arrived, carry¬ 
ing a little leather satchel in 
one hand and a lit Havana 
cigar in the other 

After the doctor jabbed 
me with a hypodermic nee¬ 
dle that was as long as his 
stogie, he would join my par¬ 
ents at the living-room table 
and gossip over a cup of cof¬ 
fee. In those days, doctors 
were like family. 

Now we have expensive 
health care administered by 

strangers in hospitals as 
daunting as the House of 
Frankenstein. 

Perhaps if return to pay¬ 
ing doctors cash, we could 
kill the monster

To the Editor: 

It is interesting to note that 
all of the parents who spoke in 
favor of the new high school 
being built within walking dis¬ 
tance of Salem and Canton 
(east site) at the school board 
meeting last Tuesday night 
were people who have, or have 
bad, children at P-CEP. Con¬ 
versely, all of the parents who 
wished for the new high school 
to be built at least a bus ride 
away from Salem and Canton 
(west site) are people who 
have never had children at 
P-CEP. The only exception was 
Sue Davis, the president of the 
school board. 

This reminds us of a com¬ 
mon truth: people fear what 
they don’t know. It also re¬ 
minds us that adults are afraid 
of its teenagers, especially 
when they are massed to¬ 
gether. 

Why then, does this massing 
of teenagers no longer frighten 
the parents of students who 
have actually attended P-CEP? 

We human beings instinc¬ 
tively search for meaning in 
our surroundings. If we can't 
find it, we make it. That’s what 
staff and students have been 
doing at P-CEP since its open¬ 
ing almost 30 years ago. We 
have naturally found ways to 
break the size of the Park 
down into manageable and hu- 
mane parts by creating 
smaller communities within P- 
CEP. These smaller commu¬ 
nities are best known by their 
curricular and co-curricular 
titles: Odssey, ESL, Plymouth 
Park Players, the Marching 
Band, Madrigals, Indian- 
American Association, the 
Rock Cafil, Science Olympiad, 
French Club, Executive Fo¬ 
rum, Yearbook, WSDP, The 
Rock Shop, Special Ed, Hu¬ 
manities, Chiefettes, Quiz 
Bowl, Student Service Center, 
Bible Club, NHS, Spectra, 
Crow Canyon, Journey, about 
39 different athletic teams, 
and many other smaller com¬ 
munities within the school too 
numerous to mention here. 
The wonderful thing about 
these communities is that they 
provide a place for everyone at 
the Park- staff and students- 
who is looking for one. And no 
one, of course, is relegated to 
being in just one community. 
This sense of community 
within a large institution is es¬ 
sentially what the parents who 
spoke in favor of the east site 
at last Tuesday’s board meet¬ 
ing know from experience. 

“The sickness of the oyster 
is its pearl.” 

For almost thirty years now 
the grain of sand that has sick¬ 
ened some Plymouth and Can¬ 
ton residents is the size of 
P-CEP. But it is time for these 
residents to look more deeply, 
beyond the statistics of its size. 
If residents do, they will find 
that long ago the irritating 
sand of size was transformed 
into a pearl of great worth by 
the motivated staff and stu¬ 
dents at P-CEP who have 
“stepped out of the box” by 
creating smaller, caring com¬ 
munities, while maintaining 
opportunities for Plymouth- 
Canton teenagers that resi¬ 
dents of other Michigan school 
districts do not even have the 
vision to dream of. 

P-CEP staff members know 


more than anyone that P-CEP 
is not a perfect place and we 
certainly have had our share 
of failures. P-CEP is not the 
best place for every child-but 
what school is? If the new high 
school is built at the west site, 
$80,000/year in costs are pro¬ 
jected just to bus students 
among the three schools to 
preserve equity for each stu¬ 
dent. Wouldn’t it be better to 
budget this money for finding 
creative ways to meet the 
needs of students who are not 
happy at P- CEP, while still of¬ 
fering them the opportunities 
afforded by its size? 

Since the school bond issue 
was passed over two years ago, 
staffing parents and students 
have taken the opportunity to 
present the school board with 
deep and extensive informa¬ 
tion concerning the curricular 
and co-curricular programs at 
P-CEP, that they did not have 
before it promoted the bond 
proposal. This information has 
led many P-CEP parents, staff 
and students, the P-CEP ad¬ 
ministration, the Superinten¬ 
dent of Instruction, the 
architect, the interim superin¬ 
tendent and three board mem¬ 
bers to state publicly at board 
meetings their preference for 
the east site. Four other board 
members voted for the west 
side largely because of the 
promise they felt the board 
made to voters when the bond 
proposal was advertised. 

Promises are not to be made 
or taken lightly, and the cred¬ 
ibility of the board is critical. 
But of supreme importance to 
the board should be doing 
what’s best for kids. The school 
board members now have in¬ 
formation that they didn’t have 
before they drafted the bond 
proposal, and vastly more in¬ 
formation than any resident of 
Plymouth and Canton could 
ever have. Does the board re¬ 
ally believe that residents 
would hold the board to the 
promise it made if they knew 
that keeping that promise 
would mean spending at least 
$80,000 a year to do what’s not 
best for kids?

The district has installed a 
new telephone and voice-mail 
system for the Van Buren Pub¬ 
lic Schools Administration 
Building in order to save tax¬ 
payer dollars and streamline 
service.

Good teachers rewarded 


Fast food corporations seek low 
wage workers.

Coke or Pepsi? Nike or Re¬ 
bock? 

School days may soon in¬ 
clude jingles, coupons, bill¬ 
boards and fast-food job 
solicitations for Plymouth- 
Canton stu- dents, though 
Wayne-Westland students will 
have to be con- tent with edu¬ 
cational fare. 

The board recently adopted 
a policy to regulate “Corporate 
sponsorships [and] commer¬ 
cial advertising within the 
school setting. 

The board adopted the reg¬ 
ulations after former school 
board President Mark Horvath 
urged the board to feed at the 


corpo- rate trough to supple¬ 
ment the district's lean reve¬ 
nues. 

The new Plymouth-Canton 
regulation will not allow cor¬ 
porate ons total freedom. No 
matter how much money they 
contribute, their advertise¬ 
ments may be censored by 
principals, the su- perinten- 
dent, and the school board if 
the ads contain “hate litera¬ 
ture” or creates a hostile atmo¬ 
sphere for minority groups; is 
likely to disrupt school activ¬ 
ities; is libelous or violates pri¬ 
vacy rights; or is obscene or 
pornographic. 

In additional, guidelines 
have been established to 
screen out unfair advertising. 
Ads must not be deceptive; 
must not be high pressure; 
must not “convey the impres¬ 
sion that ownership of a prod¬ 
uct or service will gain peer 
approval or enhance one's so¬ 
cial status; and may not pro¬ 
mote any form of antisocial 
behavior. 

Wayne-Westland, on the 
other hand, is not interested in 
selling advertising space to 
corporations. 

“It would taint our educa¬ 
tional environment and allow 
our children to be used,” said 
Teresa Robbins, a Wayne- 
Westland board member. 

“But though I'm against it, I 
can see the flip side: there’s 
big money in it,” Robbins said. 
“We will have to consider how 
to compete with schools that 
millions of dollars from corpo¬ 
rate advertising.” 

“[Corporate advertising] is 
not something that we have so- 
licited, except for maybe 
school newspaper ads,” said 
Charlotte Sherman, Wayne- 
Westland's assistant super- 
inten- dent. “To my knowledge, 
we stayed away from it.” 

While Sherman did not ex¬ 
plain why Wayne-Westland 
shies away from corporate ad¬ 
vertising, many critics believe, 
like "Rob* bins, that some mul¬ 
tinational corporations have 
ulterior mo- tives for slipping 
into the schoolhouse. 

According to a website, 
www.McSpotlight.com, a high 
ranking McDonald’s marketer 
stated in court testimony: “It is 
our [general] objective to dom¬ 
inate the communications 
arena ... because we are com¬ 
peting for a share of the cus¬ 
tomer's mind.”

1999-2000. However, the recent 
school board decision may well 
undermine my efforts. 

When I read that the Superin¬ 
tendent is quoted as saying: “I 
don’t think this district can add 
the additional costs and offer the 
comprehensive curriculum that 
we offer...I don’t know how we’re 
going to do this. It was the wrong 
decision to make, “ I become very 
concerned.

The person who had taken the 
podium and was beginning to 
speak on another subject stopped 
speaking when it became obvious 
that Mr Sinift was having a physi¬ 
cal crisis. To our great distress, 
Mayor Pro-Tern, Donna McEach¬ 
em instructed the young man to 
continue speaking, ignoring the 
emergency in front of us. Some¬ 
one in the audience spoke up and 
asked the st>eaker to stop until the 
emergency was handled. Mrs. 
McEachem, in a very rude and 
condescending tone, said that the 
speaker should continue and 
someone else would take care of 
IT (as she referred to Mr. Sinift’s 
condition). She went on to state 
that she was running the meeting 


and she would decide what to do. 
The young man, very obviously 
concerned and uncomfortable 
with the dictate from Mrs. 
McEachem, said he could wait 
but AGAIN the Mayor Pro-Tern 
told him to continue. He contin¬ 
ued to speak and Mrs. McEachem 
said that people better qualified 
than anyone there were handling 
the situation. 

We have been supporters of 
Mrs. McEachem, however, after 
seeing her behavior during the 
meeting, we have lost all respect 
for her, both as our council person 
and as a compassionate human 


being. She proved to us in that 
short time exactly who she is, and 
we cannot support anyone who 
showed such a total and complete 
lack of respect for humanity dur¬ 
ing a medical emergency. She has 
certainly lost not only our respect, 
but our votes as well. We do not 
want someone sitting on City 
Council, much less representing 
us as Mayor, who shows no re¬ 
spect for the citizens of this city. 
We are truly ashamed of her be¬ 
havior and the way that behavior 
reflects on our city. 

We believe that the situation 
would have been handled if she 


were to have dismissed everyone 
from the room for 10-15 minutes 
so the emergency could have 
been handled properly. Mr. Sinift 
should not have been moved from 
the room, as was the case. He 
should have remained where he 
was until medical help arrived to 
deal with his condition. We 
should have been asked to leave 
the room. 


If anyone has any respect left; 
for Mrs. McEachem we would be 
very surprised.

The 1999 Belleville-Roinulus 
Crop Walk slated for Oct 3 will be 
under the direction of new co-co¬ 
ordinators Hanna Anthony and 
Ruth Kessel.

abilities Act and parking lot 
expansions. 

Not all arts and cultural 
funding in this bill have been 
assigned to specific projects. 
The Department of Manage¬ 
ment and Budget has been 
given the responsibility to allo¬ 
cate $10 million worth of one¬ 
time, nonrecurring arts and 
cultural grants.

Scams against businesses 
have become much more so¬ 
phisticated, thanks to the In- 
ternet. The computer 
technology that makes it easier 
for us to do business also 
makes it easier for con artists 
to “do business.” 

The Better Business Bureau 
suggests the best way to avoid 
being scammed is to educate 
your staff on how to spot Inter¬ 
net scams and how to avoid 
them. Here are some red flags 
to help your business identify 
potential cyberscams. 

Beware of “techno-scam ar¬ 
tist” promising to create and 
post your company’s site, for a 
very low fee but never follow¬ 
ing through. 

Be cautious about down¬ 
loading unsolicited e-mail. 
Some attachment files contain 
a virus that can wreck your 
hard drive. 

Be careful of e-mail mes¬ 
sages threatening your com¬ 
pany with legal action unless 
you pay for an overdue ac¬ 
count. 

In many cases such e-mails 
request you call an 
Caribbean) for further infor¬ 
mation. If you do, you’ll get a 
recording, and the pay-per-call 
phone number can cost your 
company hundreds of dollars. 

Be skeptical of offers to list 
your company’s name on CD- 
ROM, Internet, or fax directo¬ 
ries. Before listing your com¬ 
pany in these types of 
directories, verify their 
claimed circulation/ 
distribution and make sure 
they exist. Ask for a sample 
CD-ROM or Fax Directory and 
call references at other com¬ 
panies using these services. 

Website attackers can target 
your server and change infor¬ 
mation on your Web page, steal 
credit card information, enter 
orders and redirect ship¬ 
ments.

To establish permit requirements for connections or alterations to the South Huron Valley 
Wastewater facilities; to govern the design, alteration and use of stormwater and wastewater facil¬ 
ities connecting directly or indirectly to SOUTH HURON VALLEY UTILITY AUTHORITY facili¬ 
ties; to regulate the discharge of wastewater into public sewers which are part of or tributory to 
the SOUTH HURON VALLEY UTILITY AUTHORITY facilities; to provide for fees and charges; 
to authorize inspections; to establish appeal procedures; to provide for administration and en¬ 
forcement of the rules and regulations; to prohibit certain detrimental conduct; and to establish 
penalties for violations. 

IT IS HEREBY RESOLVED BY THE SOUTH HURON VALLEY AUTHORITY: 

PREAMBLE 

IT IS THE PURPOSE OF THE RULES AND REGULATIONS PROMULGATED HEREIN TO 
PROTECT THE PUBLIC HEALTH AND SAFETY AND TO ENABLE THE SOUTH HURON 
VALLEY UTILITY AUTHORITY, ITS CONSTITUENTS, COMMUNITIES AND THE MUNICI¬ 
PALITIES CONTRACTING WITH SAID SOUTH HURON VALLEY UTILITY AUTHORITY 
FOR STORMWATER AND WASTEWATER DISPOSAL SERVICES TO COMPLY WITH THE 
REQUIREMENTS OF APPLICABLE STATE AND FEDERAL LAWS, INCLUDING THE FED¬ 
ERAL WASTE POLLUTION CONTROL ACT OF 1972 (PUBLIC LAW 92-500), AS AMENDED,

“BUILDING DRAIN” means in plumbing the part of the lowest horizontal piping of 
a drainage system that receives the discharge from soil, waste, and other drainage 
pipes inside the walls of the building and conveys it to the building sewer (house sew 
er). The latter begins five feet outside the inner face of the building walL 

BULKHEAD 

“BULKHEAD” means a partition or concrete structure installed at an open end of a 
pipe or sewer to block the flow of water. 

BYPASS 

“BYPASS” as it pertains to a discharge from an industrial user's treatment facility 
means the intentional diversion of wastestreams from any portion of an industrial 
user's treatment facility. 

CATEGORICAL INDUSTRY 

“CATEGORICAL INDUSTRY” means a Non-Domestic User discharging wastewater 
from any of the categories specifically established pursuant to CWA and regulated un 
der 40 CFR Chapter I, Subchapter N pursuant to 40 CFR 403.6.

“CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT STANDARDS” means National Categorical 
Pretreatment Standards specifying quantities or concentrations of pollutants or pol 
lutant properties that may be discharged or introduced into a POTW by a specific in 
dustrial discharger. 

CHEMICAL OXYGEN DEMAND rmm 

“CHEMICAL OXYGEN DEMAND (COD)” means a measure of the oxygen-consum 
ing capacity oCinorganic and organic matter present in water or wastewater. It is ex 
pressed in milligrams per liter (MG/L) as the amount of oxygen consumed from a 
chemical oxidant in a specific test 

CHLORINE DEMAND 

“CHLORINE DEMAND” is defined as the amount of chlorine that must be added per 
unit volume of water or wastewater to produce the desired results under certain con 
ditions. Usually the desired result is disinfection 

COMBINED WASTESTREAM 

“COMBINED WASTESTREAM” means the wostestream at industrial facilities 
where regulated process effluent is mixed with other wastewaters (either regulated 
or unregulated) prior to treatment 

COMMERCIAL! JSER 

“COMMERCIAL USER” means any user whose property is primarily used to con 
duct activities for monetary gain as may be defined in the local zoning ordinance. 

COMPATIBLE POLLUTANT 

“COMPATIBLE POLLUTANT’ shall mean a pollutant which can be effectively re 
moved by the POTW Treatment System to within acceptable levels for the POTW 
residuals and receiving stream. Specifically excluded are “Heavy'’ metals, PCB’s, 
and any pollutants that will likely contribute or cause operational or sludge disposal 
problems or unacceptable discharges to the receiving waters. For purposes 
of these regulations, the compatible pollutants are BOD, FOG, Phosphorous and TSS. 

COMPOSITE SAMPLE 

“COMPOSITE SAMPLE means a sample formed either by continuous sampling or 
by mixing discrete samples ob tained at intervals over a time period The sample 
may be either a time or flow proportional composite and shall reasonably reflect the 
characteristics of the wastestream at the time of each sample collection. For a con 
tinuous discharge, a minimum of four (4) individual grab samples shall be collected 
and combined to constitute a 24 hour composite sample. Composite sampling proto 
cols delineated in the permit take precedence 

CONFIDENTIALITY 

“‘CONFIDENTIALITY’’ means protection of privileged information as defined by Ar 
tide V, Section 208 of these Rules and Regulations. 

CONTROL AUTHORITY 

THE “CONTROL AUTHORITY’ means the South Huron Valley Utility Authority. 

COOLING WATER 

(A) NON-CONTACT COOLING WATER means the discharge from any use 
such as air conditioning, cooling or refrigeration, or to which the only 
pollutant added is heat 

(B) CONTACT COOLING WATER - water used for cooling purposes only 
which may become contaminated either through the 

addition of water treatment chemicals such as corrosion inhibitors, bio 
cides or by direct contact with process materials. 

COUNTY 

“COUNTY” means the County of Wayne, State of Michigan. 

CRITICAL MATERIALS 

“CRITICAL MATERIALS” means the organic and inorganic substances, elements or 
compounds listed in the rules compiled by the Department of Environmental Quality 
of the State of Michigan. 

DAY 

“DAY” means calendar day unless otherwise stated. 

DILUTION 

“DILUTION’ means the reduction in strength or concentration of substances by the 
addition of water. 

DIRECT DISCHARGE 

“DIRECT DISCHARGE’ means that wastewater discharged directly or via storm 
sewer to a receiving stream such as stream, river, lake, etc, rather than to a 
POTW. 

DISCHARGER 

“DISCHARGER” means any user who discharges an effluent into a POTW via pipes, 
conduits, pumping stations, force mains, constructed drainage ditches, surface water 
intercepting ditches, and constructed devices and appliances appurtenant thereto. 

DOMESTIC WASTE 

“DOMESTIC WASTE’ means water-carried waste of human origin from residences, 
business buildings, institutions, or industrial establishments generated by personal 
activities (from sources such as kitchens, bathrooms, lavatories and toiletsX 

DRAIN 

“DRAIN’ means all established drains regularly located and established in pur 
suance of law existing at the time of their location and establishment and visibly in 
existence, or in written drain easements or rights of way on file in the office of the 
County Drain Board, or in the Executive Office of the Director of the Division of Pub 
lie Works. 


“DRAIN” includes the main stream or trunk and all tributaries or boundaries of any 
creek, river or ditch, either opened or closed; any covered drain or any sanitary or 
storm sewer or conduit composed of tile, brick, concrete or other material; any struc 
tores, facilities, or mechanical devices that will purify the flow of such drains; any 
pumping equipment necessary to assist or relieve the flow of such drains, levee, dike, 
barrier, or a combination of any or all of the same constructed or proposed to be con 
structed, for the purpose of drainage or for the purification of the flow of such drains. 

DRAINAGE BOARD 

“DRAINAGE BOARD” means the governing body of any Drainage District when such 
Drainage District requires a Drainage Board as provided by Michigan Public Act 40 
of 1956 The term includes any lawftil successor thereto 

DRAINAGE DISTRICTS 

“DRAINAGE DISTRICTS” means the Public Corporate Body, including its geograph 
ical boundaries, with power to contract to sue, and be sued, and to hold, manage and 
dispose of real and personal property established in accorddance with law and in 
eludes all such bodies as defined in Section 5 of Michigan Public Act 40 of 1956, or 
any lawftil successor thereto. 

DWELLING 

“DWELLING” means any structure designed for year-round habitation including, but 
not limited to houses, mobile homes, apartment buildings, condominiums and town 
houses. 

EFFLUENT 

“EFFLUENT’ means wastewater or other liquid which is raw, untreated or partially 
treated and flows out from a user to a reservoir, basin, treatment process or treat 
ment plant 
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33. EXCESS FLOW 

"EXCESS FLOW" means that quantity of wastewater represented by the difference 
between the wastewater flows and the total adjusted sewered water consumptioa 

Wastewater flow adjustments for billing purposes will be made in accordance with 
procedures set by the Authority. 

34 FOG (Fats. Oil and Grease ) 

"FOG or Fats, Oil and Grease" means fats, oils, grease, and other nonvolatile material 
of animal, vegetable, or mineral origin that is extractable in accordance with proce 
dures set forth in 40 CFR136, as amended 

35. FEES 

"FEES" means such charges as are made pursuant to contract by the Authority for 
services rendered. 

3d FLOW 

"FLOW’ means the volume of liquid that flows through a passage of any given 
section in a unit of time. 

37. FOOTING DRAIN 

"FOOTING DRAIN" means a pipe or conduit which is placed around the perimeter 
of a building foundation and which intentionally admits ground water. 

3d GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS 

"GENERAL SPECIFICATIONS” means the current edition of‘General Speciflca 
tions for Roads, Bridges and Miscellaneous Construction of the Board of Wayne 
County Road Commissioners”, or its successor agency. 

39. GOVERNMENTAL USER 

‘GOVERNMENTAL USER” means any user whose prop erty is primarily used by 
any department, commission, in dependent agency, or instrumentality of the United 
States, of a state, county, incorporated or unincorporated municipality, township 
authority, district or other governmental unit 

40. GRAB SAMPLE 

"GRAB SAMPLE” means individual sample taken from a wastestream on a one¬ 
time basis, collected over a period not exceeding fifteen (15) minutes which reason 
ably represent the characteristics of the stream at the time of sampling. 



‘GROUND WATER” means subsurface water occupying the saturation zone, from 
which wells and springs are fed. In a strict sense the term applies only to water below 
the water table. Also called phreatic water, plerotic water. 

42. HAULED IN WASTE 

"HAULED IN WASTE" means wastewater discharged into the POTW other than 
through sewer connections at the site of generatioa Such waste may only be intro 
duced to the POTW upon approval and at points designated by the POTW. Such 
waste is subject to all federal, state and local ordinance requirements. 

43. HAZARDOUS WASTE 

•HAZARDOUS WASTE’ means a solid waste or combination of solid wastes, which 
because of its quantity, concentration or physical, chemical or infectious character 
may: 

(A) cause, or significantly contribute to, an increase in mortality or an in 
crease in serious irreversible, or incapacitating reversible, illness, or 

(B) pose a substantial present or potential hazard to human health or the 
environment when improperly treated, stored, transported, or disposed 
or otherwise managed.

44 HOLD TANK WASTE 

"HOLD TANK WASTE’ means any waste from holding tanks such as vessels, chemi 
cal toilets, campers, trailers, septic tanks, and vacuum-pack tank trucks. 

45. INCOMPATIBLE POLLUTANT 

"INCOMPATIBLE POLLUTANT’ means any pollutant which is not a compatible 
pollutant 

46. INDIRECT DISCHARGE 

“INDIRECT DISCHARGE’ means the discharge or the introduction of non-domestic 
pollutants from a source regulated under Section 307(b) or (c) of the Act into a POTW 

47. INDUSTRIAL USER 

"INDUSTRIAL USER" shall mean a source of discharge to the POTW which origi 
nates from, but is not limited to, facilities engaged in industry, manufacturing, arts, 
trade or commerce, including the development recovery or processing of natural 
products, whether public or private, commercial or charitable. Single and multiple 
family residential dwellings with discharges consistent with domestic waste charac

48. INDUSTRIAL WASTE

“INFILTRATION’ means any water or groundwater entering a sewer system and 
service connections from the ground through such means as, but not limited to, defect 
tive pipes, pipe joints, connections and manhole walls. 

50. INFLUENT 

“INFLUENT’ means that which flows in. Wastewater or other liquid which is raw, 
untreated or partially treated and flows into a reservoir, basin, treatment process, or 
treatment plant 

51. INHIBITION 

“INHIBITION* means the disruption or interference of sewage treatment plant 
processes or operations 

52. INORGANIC MATTER 

“INORGANIC MATTER” means chemical substances of mineral origin, or more cor 
rectly, not of basically carbon structure. 

53. INSTITUTIONAL USER 

“INSTITUTIONAL USER” means any nonprofit or quasi-public use or institution 
such as a church, library, public or private school, hospital, or municipally owned or 
operated building, structure or land used for public purpose as maybe defined in the 
Local Zoning Ordinance. 

54 INTERFERENCE 

“INTERFERENCE’ means a discharge, which alone or in conjunction with dis 
charges by other sources, inhibits or disrupts the POTW, its treatment process, or op 
erations, or its sludge processes, use or disposal; and which is a cause of a violation 
of any requirement of the POTW’s NPDES permit (including an increase in the mag 
nitude or duration of a violation) or of the prevention of sewage sludge use or dispos 
al by the POTW in accordance with the following statutory provisions and regula * 
tions or permits issued thereunder (or more stringent state or local regulations): Sect 
ion 405 of the Clean Water Act; Hie Solid Waste Disposal Act (SWDA), (including Title 
II, more commonly referred to as the Resource Conservation and Recovery Act; and 


including state regulations contained in the state sludge management plan prepared 
pursuant to Subtitle D of the SWDA); The Clean Air Act; The Toxic Substance Con 
trol Act; and the Marine Protection, Research, and Sanctuaries Act 

55. LOCAL 

“LOCAL” means a city, township, charter township, or village which is connected to 
or utilizing the publicly owned treatment and transportation system. 

56. LOCAL DISCHARGE LIMIT S 

“LOCAL DISCHARGE LIMITS” means the effluent limits found on Schedule “A” of 
these Rules and Regulations 

57. MASTER PUMPING STATION 

“MASTER PUMPING STATION’ means a pumping facility which discharges di 
rectly to a South Huron Valley Utility Authority sewer or indirectly, through a munici 
pal sewer, to a South Huron Valley Utility Authority sewer. Where a group of pump 
ing facilities are connected in series, only the terminal pumping facility is considered 
to be the master pumping station- 

58. MDEQ 

“MDEQ” means the Michigan Department of Environmental Quality, formerly known 
as the Michigan Department of Natural Resources 

59. NPDES PERMIT 

“NPDES PERMIT’ means the National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System Per 
mit issued to the Authority pursuant to Section 402 of the Act (33 U.S.C. 1342), as 
amended, for discharge of wastewater into the surface waters of the State. 

60. NATIONAL CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT STANDARD 

“NATIONAL CATEGORICAL PRETREATMENT STANDARD" means any federal 
regulation containing pollutant discharge limits promulgated by the EPA which ap 
plies to a specific category of industrial users 

61. NATIONAL PROHIBITIVE DISCHARGE STANDARD OR PROHIBITIVE DIS 
CHARGE STANDARD 

“NATIONAL PROHIBITIVE DISCHARGE STANDARD OR PROHIBITIVE DIS 
CHARGE STANDARD” means any regulation developed under the authority of 
307(b) of the Act and 40 CFR, Section 403.5, as amended. 

62. NEW SOURCE 

“NEW SOURCE” means any building, structure, facility, or installation from which 
there is or may be a discharge of pollutants, the construction of which commenced af 
ter the publication of proposed pretreatment standards under Section 307(c) of the 
Act which will be applicable to such source if such standards are thereafter promul 
gated in accordance with that sect]oa provided that: 

(1) (I) The building, structure, facility or installation is constructed at a site 
at which no other source is located; or 

(II) The building structure, facility or installation totally replaces the 
process or production equipment that causes the discharge of pollutants 
at an existing source; or 

(IID The production or wastewater generating processes of the building, 
structure, facility or installation are substantially independent of an ex 
lsting source at the same site. In determining whether these are sub 
stantially independent, factors such as the extent to which the new facili 
ty is integrated with the existing plant, and the extent to which the new 
facility is engaged in the same general type of activity as the existing 
source should be considered

(A) Maintenance - Preservation of functional integrity and efficiency of 
equipment and structures, including preventive maintenance, coirec 
tive maintenance, and replacement of equipment as needed.

67. PASSTHROUGH 

"PASSTHROUGH" means the discharge of pollutants through the POTW into navi 
gable waters in quantities or concentrations, which alone or in conjunction with the 
discharges from other sources, is a cause of a violation of any requirement of the 
POTW’s NPDES permit (including an increase in the magnitude or duration of a vio 
lation). 

68. PERSON 

“PERSON" means any individual, partnership, co-partnership, Ann, company, asso 
ciation, society, trust estate, corporation, public corporation or governmental entity, 
or any other legal entity; or their representatives, agents, or assigns. This definition 
includes all federal, state and localgovemmental entities. 

69. pH 

"pH" means a measure of the acidity or alkalinity of an aqueous solution. It is de 


fined as tire logarithm (Base 10) of the reciprocal of the hydrogen ion concentration 
expressed in moles per liter of solution. 

70. PHOSPHORUS 

"PHOSPHORUS." means the total concentration of all forms of organic and inorganic 
phosphorus compounds in wastewater, expressed in milligrams per liter a phospho 
rus. Quantitative determinations shall be made in accordance with procedures set 
forth in 40 CFR 136 methods. 

71. POINT OF DISCHARGE 

"POINT OF DISCHARGE’ means any discernible, confined and discrete conveyance 
or vessel from which pollutants are or may be discharged into a public waterway or 
public sewer system. 

72. POLLUTANT 

“POLLUTANT’ means dredged spoil, solid waste, incinerator residue, filter back 
wash, sewage, garbage, sewage sludge, munitions, medical wastes, biological materi 
al, radioactive materials, heat, wrecked or discarded equipment, rock, sand, cellar 
dirt, municipal agricultural and industrial wastes, and certain characteristics of 
wastewater (eg temperature, TSS, turbidity, color, BOD, COD, toxicity, or odor.) 

73. POLLUTION 

“POLLUTION" means the man-made orman-induced alteration of the chemical, 
physical, biological, or radiological integrity of water. 

74 PQLLUTIQNPREVENTIQN 

“POLLUTION PREVENTION" is defined as waste reduction prior to recycling treat 
ment, or disposal. It may be accomplished by incorporating in-plant processes that 
reduce, avoid or eliminate the use of the toxic materials and/or generation of pollu 
tants and wastes so as to reduce risks to human health and the environment, preserve 
natural resources through conservation and to assist users in meeting local discharge 
limits. 

75. POTW OR PUBIJCLY OWNED TREATMENT WORKS 

"POTW OR PUBLICLY OWNED TREATMENT WORKS” means a treatment works 
which is owned or operated by the SOUTH HURON VALLEY UTILITY AUTHORI 
TY. This definition includes any devices and systems used in the storage, treatment 
recycling and reclamation of municipal sewage or industrial wastes of a liquid mat 
ter. It includes sewers, pipes and other conveyances, conveying wastewater to the 
POTW treatment plant owned and operated by the SOUTH HURON VALLEY UTIL 
ITY AUTHORITY or its constituent communities or govemmentalentities tributary 
thereto. 

76. POTW TREATMENT PLANT 

"POTW TREATMENT PLANT’ means that portion of the POTW which is designed 
to provide treatment (including recycling and reclamation of municipal sewage and 
industrial waste.) 

77. PRETREATMENT 

' ‘PRE7TREATMENT ’ means the treatment of wastewater before introduction into a 
publicly owned sewer system. The reduction of the amount of pollutants, the elimina 
tion of pollutants, or the alteration of the nature of pollutants, or pollutant properties 
in wastewater to a less harmful state prior to or in lieu of discharging or otherwise in 
traducing such pollutants into the POTW. (40 CFR 403.3 (Q) The reduction or alter 
ation can be obtained by physical, chemical or biological processes, or process 
changes by other means, except as prohibited by 40 CFR 403.6 (D), as amended. 

7ft PRETREATMENT REQUIREMENTS 

'‘PRETREATMENT REQUIREMENTS" means any substantive or procedural re 
quirement related to pretreatment other than a national pretreatment standard im 
posed on an industrial user. 

79. PRETREATMENT STANDARDS 

‘‘PRETREATMENT STANDARDS” means any local, state or federal regulation cont 
alrung pollutant discharge limits. This term includes Local limits prohibitive dis 
charge limits including those promulgated under 40 CFR 403.5 and the categorical 
iort) pc - pretreatment standards, alternative discharge limits, or other federal' state or local 
standards, whichever are applicable. 

80. PRIMARY TREATMENT 

“PRIMARY TREATMENT’ means the quiescent sedimentation of wastewater with 
skimming, collection, and removal of settled sludge, floating debris and grease. 

8L PRIORITY POLLUTANT 

"PRIORITY POLLUTANT’ means any compound which appears on the ETA list of 
129 Priority Pollutants comprised of metals, toxic organics and materials, such as as 
bestos, which require treatment 

82 PRIVATE 

“PRIVATE’ means a prefix denoting jurisdiction by a non governmental entity. 

83. PROPRIETARY 

“PROPRIETARY" means exclusive rights to ownership or control of patents, formu 
las, processes, etc., associated with production. 

84 RECEIVING WATERS 

“RECEIVING WATERS” means both surface and underground waters including all 
ponds, lakes, rivers, streams, public ditches or public drainage systems, other than 
those designated to collect, convey or dispose of sanitary sewage. 

85. RESIDENTIAL USER (DOMESTIC USER) 

"RESIDENTIAL USER (DOMESTIC USER) means any user whose sanitary sewage

89. SEWER

(J) Separate Sewer - “Separate” means a prefix denoting a wastewater

“SLUG OR SLUG LOAD: means the release of any pollutant of a non-routine nature, 
including but not limited to an accidental spill or a non-customary batch discharge at 
a flow rate or concentration which will cause a violation of the specific discharge pro 
hibitions in 40 CFR 403.5 (B) to 403.12 (F).

All classes of permits are subject to the following conditions: 

(A) A person shall not alter, modify, make changes to, or tamper with a 
SHVUA stormwater or wastewater facility in any way without the prior 
written permission to do so from the SHVUA 

(B) An applicant shall first provide the SHVUA with all supporting data re 
quested on the application form and instructions as issued by the 
SHVUA, and shall further make full payment of the specified filing fee 

(C) The applicant or applicant’s contractor shall expressly assume liability 
for all costs and expenses for the work related to a permit, and shall fur 
ther indemnify theSHVUA, the local municipality and their agents for 
any loss or damage which may be directly or indirectly caused by per 
forming the permitted work.

(2) The applicant shall post a cash bond in an amount to be de 
termined by the Authority for all expenses incurred by the

(3) The applicant shall dedicate any required easement to the 
Authority. 

(D) Class D Permits - Industrial connections to a public sewer. 

(1) All users identified as Significant Industrial Users, as de 
fined in Article I, are required to obtain a Class D Permit 

(2) A Class D Permit shall be valid for no more than five years, 
but may be reissued. 

(3) A Class D Permit shall be valid only for the discharge of 
those pollutants reported in the permit applicatioa A per 
mit must be modified before the discharge of any pollutant 
not reported in the application for a currently valid Class D 
Permit 

(4) A Class D Permit shall be modified if the average daily dis 
charge volume in a calendar month exceeds 150% of the av 
erage daily discharge volume reported in the permit appli 
cation. 

(5) A Gass D Permit holder must pay a surveillance fee 

(E) Class E Permits-Master pumping stations: 

(1) A Gass E Permit shall be required for all master pumping 
stations connected to the public sewer system. 

(2) A Gass E Permit shall be valid only for that pumping capac 
ity stated in the permit A person shall not increase capacity 
without a new permit 

(3) Pumping stations shall conform to the requirements set 
forth in Article III, Section 5. 

(F) Class F Permits - Private connection to a SHVUA sewer or 

drain: 

(1) The applicant shall construct the facility in accordance with plans ap 
proved by the Authority. 

(2) Land to be drained must be within the drainage district or be so includ 
ed by agreement 

(3) The applicant must expressly agree to limit the rate of stormwater dis 
charge as required by the Authority. 

ARTICLE III 

DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS 
FOR WASTEWATER TRANSMISSION FACILITIES 

All wastewater transmission facilities connecting directly or indirectly to SHVUA wastewater fa¬ 
cilities shall be designed and constructed in accordance with the following minimum require¬ 
ments. The Authority may deny a connection permit for a transmission facility which is not in 
substantial compliance with these design and construction standards and conditions, or for which 
a satisfactory schedule can not be agreed upon to bring it into compliance. 

Section 1. General 


(A) All public sewer systems connecting directly or indirectly to a SHVUA 
sewer shall be approved by each municipality to be served by the pro 
posed facility and by the Authority SHVUA approval shall not be given 
until each municipality in which the proposed facility is to be physically 
located has had a reasonable opportunity to review and comment on the 
plans and specifications for the facility. 

(B) If a sewer project is not under construction or contract awarded within 
two years of approval by the Authority, the approval shall be void, unless 
an extension of time has been approved by the Authority. 

(O Construction shall not commence until all applicable local, state and fed 

eral permits have been obtained. 

(D) New public sewer systems shall not be placed in service until test results 
have been reviewed by the Authority. Within two working days of receipt 
of those results the Au thority will accept or reject the system. If the Au 
thority has not acted within that time, the project may be placed in ser 
vice. The Authority’s approval is also subject to the receipt of acceptable 
as-built plans within 90 days of acceptance of the system. 

(E) Any sewer which services two or more separate building or dwellings 
shall be a public sewer, unless the buildings are part of a singly-owned 
industrial complex ora public complex where future division of owner 
ship is not anticipated. 

(F) New construction shall be limited to separate waste water transmission 
facilities, which outlet into a separate system (See Section 2)

(G) Pumping systems will not be approved where, in the opinion of the Au 
thority, it is feasible to construct gravity sewer systems. 

(H) For items not specifically covered herein, the design, in general, shall 
conform to the “Recommended Standards for Sewage Works” of the 
Great Lakes-Upper Mississippi River Board of State Sanitary Engineers, 
more commonly referred to as the "10-State Standards”. 

Section 2. Design Flows 

(A) Wastewater transmission systems shall be designed on the basis of an av 
erage flow of 100 gallons per capita per day, unless another flow is specif 
ically approved by the Authority. 

(B) Sewers shall be designed to carry, when running hill, the flows specifical 
ly approved by the Authority. 

(C) Calculations showing the basis of design shall be submitted to the Au 
thority, except for service areas which are to be served by 8” sewers.

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(1) Any generally accepted material for sewers will be given 
consideration, but the material selected should be adapted 
to local conditions, such as character of industrial wastes, 
possibility ofsepticity, soil characteristics, exceptionally 
heavy external loadings, bedding, abrasion and similar prob 
lems. 

(2) Sewer joints and materials shall be designed to minimize in 
filtration and to prevent the entrance of roots. 

(3) All sewer systems shall be designed so as to limit infiltration 
to 200 gals, per inch of pipe diameter per mile of sewer per 
day. All points of future connection to the system shall be 
sealed to meet leakage restrictions and testing require 
ments. 

(4) Sewers shall be sufficiently deep so as to prevent freezing 
The minimum depth to the top of pipe shall be 42 inches. 

(5) Sewers shall be properly vented. 

(6) A bulkhead shall be installed at each outlet to an existing 
system, and shall not be removed until the new sewer system 
has been accepted by the Authority. 

(7) Sewers shall be laid at least 10 feet horizontally, from any ex 
isting or proposed water main. A minimum vertical clear 

ance of 18 inches shall be maintained between the top of sewer and the 
bottom of the water main under which it crosses. Vertical clearance of 
less than 18 inches or crossing of a sewer over a water main will require 
that special measures be taken to prevent contamination of the water 
supply, such as encasement of the sewer. 

(8) No connections from footing drains, sump pumps, 
rooHeaders, etc. shall be made to the system. 

(9) Tree plantings, for restoration purposes, shall not be permit 
ted within 15 feet of center line of new or repaired sewers. 

Public Sewers 

(1) Sewers shall be a minimum of 8” in diameter. 

(2) Sewers shall be designed for mean velocities, when flowing 
f\ill, at design flows of not less than 20 feet per second, based 
upon Kutter’s formula using an “n” value of 0.013. Use of 
other ,l n" values may be permitted if deemed justifiable on t 
he basis of research or field datfefitt&fcnted. 

(3) Sewers shall be designed with a uniform line and grade be 
tween manholes. 

(4) When a smaller sewer joins a larger one, the invert of the 
larger sewer shall be lowered at least enough to maintain 
the 0.8 depth point of both sewers at the same elevatioa 

(5) Where velocities greater than 15 feet per second may be at 
tamed, special provision shall be made to protect against 
scouring and thrust displacement 


(C) Building Sewers 

(1) A separate building sewer shall be provided for each build 
ing or dwelling 

(2) The building drain connection to the building sewer shall be 
sealed by an approved method and encased in concrete to 
provide a water tight seaL 

(3) Building sewers shall be designed and installed so as to limit 
infiltration to 200 gallons per inch of sewer diameter per 
mile of sewer per twenty four hours, and local public author 
ities shall conduct testing programs which will assure sub 
stantial conformance with this infiltration requirement 

(4) Building drain inlets shall be sealed by an approved method 
during construction and seals shall not be removed until 
plumbing is carried to the first floor, basement walls are 
backfilled, the footing drain system is operating and such 
other precautions have been taken as are necessary to in 
sure that no storm or ground water will enter the sanitary 
sewer. 

(5) No wyes, cleanouts or similar appurtenances shall becon 
nected to a building sewer or a building drain outside he 
walls of the building except where specifically required by 
local building codes. Where so required, such appurte 
nances shall be sealed by an approved method so as to in 
sure that no storm or groundwater will accidentally or in 
tentionally be admitted through the appurtenances. 

(6) No trap shall be installed in the building drain between the 
main vent and the building sewer. 

(7) Minimum grade of building sewers shall be 1 foot per 
100 feet (.100%) 

(8) Building sewers shall not be connected to manholes except 
from the upstream side of a terminal manhole. 

Section 4. Manholes 

(A) Manholes shall be installed at the end of each line; at all changes in 
grade, size, or alignment; and at all intersections. Spacing between man 
holes shall not exceed 400 feet, on runs of sewer 48 inches in diameter or 
less. On runs of sewer greater than 48 inches in diameter, spacing of 
manholes shall be approximately 100 times the diameter of the sewer. 

(B) Manholes constructed in a road right-of-way shall be located away from 
open ditch drainage systems so that no portion of any manhole protrudes 
into the drainage ditch.

(J) The flow channel through manholes shall be made to con 
form in shape and slope to that of the sewers. 

(K) Control manholes required under these Rules and Regulations, shall be 
constructed in accordance with the standards of the Authority. 

Pumping Stations

(a) Master pumping stations with capacities in ex 
cess of 50 GPM shall be equipped with an ap 
proved recording totalizing flowmeter and a wet 
well recorder. Copies of flow records shall be 
forwarded to the Authority at the end of each 
months operatioa Copies of the wet well level 
recorder shall be forwarded to the Authority as 
requested.

All house leads shall be properly plugged and blocked to withstand the air pressure. The sewer 
line shall be tested in increments between manholes. The line shall be cleaned and plugged at 
each manhole Such plugs shall be designed to hold against the test pressure and shall provide an 
airtight seal One of the plugs shall have an orifice through which air can be introduced into the 
sewer. An air supply shall be connected to the orifice The air supply line shall be fitted with 
suitable control valves and a pressure gauge for continually measuring the air pressure inthe sew¬ 
er. The pressure gauge shall have a minimum diameter of 3 L2 inches and range of 0-10 PSIG. 
The gauges hall have minimum divisions of 0.10 PSIG and an accuracy of ± 0.04 PSIG.

Section IQ. Existing Sewer Systems

No work shall be performed on existing sewer systemswhich would change the capacity of the 
system or would result in non conformity with these Rules and Regulations, except by written 
permission of the Authority.

Manholes on sewers to be subjected to air tests shall be equipped with a 1/2 inch diameter galva¬ 
nized capped pipe nipple extending through the manhole wall, 3” into the manhole and at an ele¬ 
vation equal to the top of the sewer pipe Prior to the air test the ground water elevation shall be 
determined by blowing air through the pipe nipple to clear it and then connecting a clear plastic 
tube to the pipe nipple The tube shall be suspended vertically in the manhole and the ground 
water elevation determined by observing the water level in the tube The air test pressure shall 
be adjusted to compensate for the maximum ground water level above the top of the sewer pipe 
to be tested. After all tests are performed and the sewer is ready for final acceptance, the pipe 
nipple shall be removed and the hole in the manhole wall shall be plugged with hydraulic ce¬ 
ment 

If a sewer fails to pass any of the previously described tests, the contractor shall determine the lo¬ 
cation of the leaks, repair them and retest the sewer. The tests shall be repeated until satisfactory 
results are obtained. 


When it is necessary to excavate adjacent to manholes or similar structures, the excavation shall 
extend around the entire perimeter, so that the differential of excavation on opposite sides of the 
structure does not exceed 6 feet, unless written permission is obtained from the Authority. 

(3) Siphons 

Siphons shall not fxi-cpnstructed in existing sewers, except where it can be demonstrated to the 
satisfaction of the Authority that such siphons will not have a detrimental effect on the mainte¬ 
nance of the sewer nor the hydraulic gradient of the system. 

(B) Approval of Existing Systems as Public Systems: 

(1) Sewer systems not having been previously approved as pub 
lie sewers may be accepted as public sewers provided they 
meet all requirements of these Rules and Regulations 

(2) The Authority shall perform or designate a registered engi 
neer to perform such tests on the sewer as it deems neces 
sary. All costs of performing such tests shall be borne by the 
owner of the facility.

Pumping Stations 

Tests shall be conducted to verity performance curves of each pumping 
device installed in the system. 

Force Mains 

When practicable, tests shall be made on sections between valves, or sec 
tions not exceeding 2,000 ft. in length. Deadends, bends and other fittings 
shall have a firm foundation and be securely blocked against the trench 
walls before testing or completing the backfill as specified. 

Before applying test pressure, all air shall be expelled from the pipe. If 
necessary to accomplish this, taps shall be made at the points of highest 
elevation, and such openings subsequently closed, prior to test, with tight 
threaded brass plugs. 

Test pressure shall be maintained at 50 pounds per square inch, by 
pumping water into the pipe, for a period of at least one hour, and for 
such longer time as may be required to permit a thorough examination 
to be made on all exposed joints in the section of main being tested. 

Leakage, as measured by the quantity of water pumped into the pipe to 
maintain the test pressure of 50 pounds per square inch during the test 
period, shall not exceed a rate of 50 U. S. gallons per inch of diameter of 
main per mile of pipe in 24 hours.

(3) A listing of all sewer lengths and diameters for the proposed

(A) Existing combined sewer systems will be permitted to continue in ser 
vice subject to the following restrictions: 

(1) Connections from the combined system shall be through ad 
justable regulators which limit flow into the intercepting 
sewer to 325% of the average daily dry weather flow rate, un 
less otherwise permitted by the Authority. 

(2) The Authority shall have the jurisdiction for the operation 
and maintenance of all regulators 

(3) The municipality shall report water consumption by regula 
tor districts. 

(4) The municipality shall agree to pay charges for operation, 
maintenance and updating of regulators, as established by 
the Authority. 

(5) New construction shall not be subject to the design and con 
struction requirements pertaining to separate wastewater 
transmission facilities 

(B) Sanitary sewer systems may not outlet into existing combined sewers ex 
cept when the cost of a separate sanitary intercepting sewer is regarded 
by the Authority to be disproportionate to the cost of the sanitary system 
and when an approved preliminary plan for a sanitary outfall or sewer 
separation is on file with the Authority. 

ARTICLE IV 

DESIGN AND CONSTRUCTION REQUIREMENTS 
FOR STORMWATER FACILITIES 

Pursuant to Article V, Section 201, most storm water facilities are prohibited from connecting di¬ 
rectly or indirectly to SHVUA system. Any stormwater facilities which are connected shall be de¬ 
signed in accordance with the following minimum requirements. The Authority may deny a con¬ 
nection permit for a stormwater facility which is not in substantial compliance with these design 
and construction standards and conditions, or for which a satisfactory compliance schedule can¬ 
not be agreed upon. 

Sec tio n L General 

(A) Construction shall not commence until all applicable local, state, and fed 
era! permits have been obtained. 

(B) For items not specifically covered herein, the design, in general, shall 
conform to the prevailing standards of the Authority. 

Section 2, Right-of-Wav Requirements 

(A) The following minimum right-of-way widths are required for established 

SHVUA drains and natural watercourses that will be utilized. 

(1) Open drain and water courses whose maximum bank tobank 

width exceeds 30 feet shall have a right-of-way to the ex 
treme width of the drain, plus 30 feet The easement shall be 
centered on the centerline of drain or water course. 


(2) Open drai ns and water courses whose maximum bank to 
bank width is less than 30 feet shall have a right-of-way equal 
to the extreme width of drain, plus 24 feet The easement 
shall be centered on centerline of drain or water course. 

(3) Enclosed drains whose internal diameter is 8 feet or less 
shall have a right-of-way of 20 feet centered on the centerline 
of the enclosure. 

(4) Enclosed drains whose internal diameter exceeds 8’ - 00" 
shall have the right-of-way of 25 feet centered on the center 
line of the enclosure. 

(B) The above widths shall govern generally. However, if the Authority de 

termines that additional right-of-way is required for proper construction, 
or because of special circumstances, such facts shall be made known af 
ter a review of the preliminary layout by the Authority. Exceptions to the 
above right-of-way requirements may be made only at the discretion of 
the Authority. 

Section 3, Drainage Districts 

In accordance with the Drain Code, Act 40 of the Public Acts of 1956, as amended, the drainage of 
proposed subdivisions shall be contained within the Drainage District or Drainage Districts of the 
established SHVUA drain, or if there is no established drainage district, then within the limits of 
the natural drainage basin. When needed, minor alterations of the legal limits of established 
drainage district shall be made pursuant to the procedures set forth in the Drain Code. 

Sedioul Design Flows 

(A) Run-off Determination 

The Rational Method shall be used and is expressed as: Q = CIA 

Where Q is the peak flow rate in cubic feet per second (C.F.S.), C is the 
runoff coefficient I is the rainfall intensity in inches per hour (inVhr), 
and A is the drainage area in acres. 

Flow rates shall be based on adjusted runoff coefficients, incremented 
areas, and adjusted rainfall intensities applicable to those segments of 
the improvements which are being designed. Values for the various 
terms used in the Rational Method Formula shall be determined as fol 
lows: 


(1) A composite runoff coefficient based on the per 
centage of types of surface with respect to the 
type of development shall be used. 

(2) Rainfall, intensity-duration relationships for 
various frequencies have been developed by the 
U.S. Department of Commerce - Weather Bu 
reau for the Detroit area. Rainfall relationships 
extracted from Technical Paper #25, U.S. De 
partment of Commerce - Weather Bureau. De 
cember, 1955, shall be used. 

(3) The time of concentration of the design storm 
will vary with slope, surface cover and the 
length of path of the surface flow. Other van 
ables including anticipated rainfall intensity 
and infiltration capacity of the soil and surface 
cover will also affect the time of concentration. 
An initial inlet time of concentration of 15 min 
utes shall be used for multiple and 
commercial/industrial land used while 20 min 
utes shall be used for single family residential 
land use. The time of concentration for unim 
proved lands (in minutes) should be derived 
from U. S. Department of Agriculture or FAA 
methods.

Detention facilities will be required if the limitation of discharge into the 
SHVUA drain or sewer is deemed necessary by the Authority. 

Sections, Sewers 

(A) The minimum size of storm sewer and culvert pipe shall be 12-inch di 
ameter. 

(B) The following general pipe materials shall be used for storm sewer and 
culvert pipe. 

(1) Reinforced Concrete Pipe - ASTM C76 

(2) Reinforced Concrete Elliptical Pipe - ASTM C507 

(3) Non-Reinforced Concrete Pipe - ASTM C14 

(4) Other materials which comply with applicable Authority 
standards may be used upon acceptance by the Authority. 

(Q Bituminous type joint sealer shall be used except wherever the design 

hydraulic gradient is above the top of the pipe or at locations determined 
by the Authority, internal rubber type gaskets shall be used 

(D) Concrete or riprap head walls with erosion protection shall be placed at 
the inlet and outlet ends of all sewer outlets and culverts in accordance 
with prevailing Authority standards. 

(E) A minimum of three vertical feet of clearance from the top of the pipe to 
the invert of a drain being crossed shall be maintained unless otherwise 
approved by the Authority. 

Section 6. Construction Requirements 

(A) Proper construction practices shall be employed to protect water cours 
es from siltation and obstruction to flow. 

(B) Construction materials and methods shall comply with the current re 
quirements of the Authority. 

ARTBCLE V 

DISCHARGE OF WASTEWATER INTO PUBLIC SEWERS 

This article has as its purpose the protection of the public health and safety by abating and pre¬ 
venting pollution through the regulation and control of the quantity and quality of wastewater ad¬ 
mitted to or discharged into a publicly owned treatment works owned or operated by the SHVUA 
wherein the Authority is the Control Authority as defined in 40 CFR 403.12(a) and is administering 
the Federally Mandated Industrial Pretreatment Program. Its farther purpose is to allow the 
SHVUA to comply with all applicable State and Federal laws as required by the Federal Clean 
Water Act of 1977, as amended, and the General Pretreatment Regulation (40 CFR 403). 

This article is enacted in accordance with the authority and requirements of the Federal Water 
Pollution Control Act of 1972 (Public Law 92-500) as amended, and the NREPA and the CDBPA 

Section 1, General Provisions 

1.01 Purpose andPoto 

This article sets forth uniform requirements for dischargers into the publicly owned wastewater 
collection and treatment systems, and enables the SHVUA to protect the public health in confor¬ 
mity with all applicable State and Federal laws relating thereto. 

The objectives of this article listed in priority order are: 

(A) To prevent the introduction of pollutants into the public owned waste 
water system which will interfere with the normal operation of the sys 
tern or which will interfere with the use or disposal of the wastewater 
sludge by the POTW. 

(B) To prevent the introduction of pollutants into the publicly owned waste 
water system which do not receive adequate treatment in the POTW. and 
which will pass through the system into receiving waters or the atmos 
phere or otherwise be incompatible with the system; 

(Q To improve the opportunity to recycle and reclaim wastewater and 
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sludge from the system. 

This article provides for the regulation of discharges into publicly owned wastewater system 
Utrough the issuance of permits, execution of binding contracts, and enforcement of these Rules 
and Regulations 

Section 2, Requirements 

?Q) Discharge Prohibitions 

Users introducing pollutants into a POTW, whether or not the user is subject to other national 
pretreatment standards or any national, state or Authority pretreatment program requirement 
shall be subject to the following General and Specific Prohibitions: 

2f)l 1 General Prohibitions 

No user shall discharge or cause to be discharged, directly or indirectly, any substance or waste- 
water which will pass through or cause interference with the operation of the POTW. 

201 2 Specific Prohibitions 

A user discharging any of the following is subject to fines in accordance with Section 6.05 and/or 
6.10.2 of this Article, imprisonment or both: 

(a) Any liquids, solids or gases which by reason of their nature or quantity are, or may be, suffi¬ 
cient either alone or by interaction to cause fire or explosion or be injurious in any other way to 
the operation of the POTW including, but not limited to, wastestreams with a closed cup flash¬ 
point of less than 140 degrees Fahrenheit (140? F) or 60 degrees Centigrade (60? Q as determined 
by test methods specified in 40 CFR 261.21, as amended. Examples of these substances are, but 
not limited to: gasoline, kerosene, naphtha, benzene, toluene, xylene, ethers, alcohols, ketones, 
aldehydes, peroxides, chlorates, carbides, hydrides and sulfides. 

(b) Any solid or viscous substances which will solidify and cause obstruction to the flow in a sewer 
or other interference with the operation of the wastewater treatment facilities such as, but not 
limited to: grease, tar, ashes, bones, cinders, sand, straw, metal, glass, wood, plastics, any material 
which can be disposed of as trash or any insoluble particles greater than one-half inch (1/2” or 1-27 
CM) in any dimensioa 

(c) Any wastewater having pH lower than 5.0 or greater than 11.5 or having the potential to cause 
corrosive damage to the sewage system structures and equipment or health hazards to worker 
safety. 

(d) Any pollutant which either singly or by interaction with any other substances, may cause a 
public nuisance or result in the presence of toxic gases, vapors or ftimes within the sewerage sys¬ 
tem in a quantity that may cause acute worker health and safety problems. 

(e) Any slugload of any pollutant, including oxygen demanding pollutants, which is released in a 
single extraordinary discharge episode of such volume or strength as to cause interference or 
passthrough. 

(0 Any wastewater containing radioactive wastes or isotopes of such half-life or concentration 
which exceed limits established by applicable State or Federal regulations. 

(g) Any wastewater or heat which will inhibit biological activity in the treatment plantis) resulting 
in interference, but in no case in such quantities that the temperature at the POTW Treatment 
Plantfs) exceeds 40 degrees Centigrade (104? F) or with a temperature at the introduction into the 
public sewer system which exceeds 66 degrees Centigrade (66? C) or 151 degrees Fahrenheit 
(151? n 

(h) Any substance with objectionable color not removed in the treatment process; such as, but not 
limited to, dye wastes and vegetable tanning solutions 

(i) Petroleum oil, non-biodegradable cutting oil, or products of mineral oil origin in amounts that 
will cause interference or pass through. 

O') Sludges from pretreatment processes, potable water treatment, municipal or industrial wastes, 
which are not completely amenable to conventional wastewater treatment 

(k) Any substance which may cause the POTW’s effluent or treatment residues, sludges, or scums 
to be unsuitable for reclamation and reuse or interfere with the reclamation process 

0) Any trucked or hauled pollutants, except as agreed to and discharged at points designated by 
the SHVUA.

(n) Any substance which will cause the POTW to violate its NPDES Permit, the Receiving Water

(o) Any discharge from roof downspouts, surface drains or other sources of uncontaminated sur¬ 
face runoff or groundwater to a building sewer or building drain which in turn is connected di¬ 
rectly or indirectly to a public sanitary sewer. This provision does not apply to an existing com¬ 
bined sewer area. 

(p) Any wastewater which exceeds the local limitations set forth in Appendix A, which is incorpo¬ 
rated into and made a part of these Rules and Regulations, except as provided in Section 2.01.3 
of this Article below.

For BOD, the Authority reserves the right to impose mass based limits in lieu of the concentration 
limits set forth in Appendix A, where the Authority determines a mass based limitation is appro¬ 
priate A user will be considered to be in compliance with the BOD limit contained in these Rules 
and Regulations if the user complies with the mass loading limitations and related conditions 
specified in the user’s Class D permit Affirmative Defenses available to a user are set forth in 
Section 6.09 of this Article.

The National Categorical Pretreatment Standards found in 40 CFR Chapter I, Subchapter N, 
Parts 405-471, are hereby incorporated into these Rules and Regulations and made a part hereof. 

Industrial users shall provide necessary wastewater treatment as required to comply with the 
most stringent of these Rules and Regulations, Federal Pretreatment Standards, as established 
by 40 CFR Chapter N, Subpart I, State Standards and Permit Conditions, and shall achieve com¬ 
pliance with all National Categorical Pretreatment Standards within the time limitations as spec¬ 
ified by the Federal Pretreatment Regulations, and with any other pretreatment standards by ap¬ 
plicable deadlines. 

Any facilities required to pretreat wastewater shall be provided, operated, and maintained at the 
industrial user’s expense. Detailed plans showing the pretreatment facilities and operating pro¬ 
cedures shall be submitted to the Authority for review, and shall be approved by the Authority be¬ 
fore construction of the facility. The review and approval of plans and operating procedures does 
not relieve the industrial user from complying with the provisions of these Rules and Regulations 
and permit conditions. Any subsequent changes in the pretreatment facilities or method of opera¬ 
tion shall be reported to and approved by the Authority prior to the industrial user’s initiation of 
the changes. 

2.02.2 New Source Compliance Deadline 

New sources shall install and have in operating condition and shall “start-up” all pollution control 
equipment required to meet applicable pretreatment standards before beginning to discharge. 
Within the shortest feasible time (not to exceed 90 days), new sources must meet all applicable 
pretreatment standards. 

202.3 ConyersiQn pf Ma$§_LimiteiiQns 

When the limits in a categorical pretreatment standard are expressed only in terms of mass of 
pollutant per unit of production, the Authority may convert the limits to equivalent limitations ex¬ 
pressed either as mass of pollutant discharged per day or effluent concentration for purposes of 
calculating effluent limitations applicable to individual industrial users. 

Equivalent limitations calculated in accordance with paragraphs (CX3) and (Q (4) of 40 CFR 403.6 
shall be deemed pretreatment standards for the purposes of Section 307(d) of the Act of Part 403. 
Industrial users will be required to comply with the equivalent limitations in li6u of the promul¬ 
gated categorical standards from which the equivalent limitations were derived. 


Except where expressly authorized to do so by an applicable pretreatment standard or require¬ 
ment, no industrial user shall ever increase the use of process water, or in any other way attempt 
to dilute a discharge as a partial or complete substitute for adequate treatment to achieve compli¬ 
ance with a pretreatment standard, local limitation or requirement The Authority may impose 
mass limitations on industrial users which are using dilution to meet applicable pretreatment 
standards, local limitations or requirements, or in other cases where the imposition of mass limi¬ 


tations is appropriate. 

204 Spill Prevention and Slug Control Plan 

(A) Industrial users shall provide protection from accidental discharge of substances which may 
cause interference at the wastewater treatment planKs) by developing spill prevention plans. 
Where necessary, facilities to prevent accidental discharges shall be provided and maintained at 
the dischargers expense. Spill prevention plans shall be approved by the Authority prior to con¬ 
struction 

Authority review and approval of such plans in no way relieves the discharger of any liability asso¬ 
ciated with the efficiency or inefficiency of the facilities. 

(B) The Authority shall evaluate each significant industrial user at least once every two years, and 
other industrial users as necessary, to determine whether a slug control plan is needed. If the Au¬ 
thority decides a slug control plan is needed, plans for such a plan shall be submitted to the Au¬ 
thority for approval. 

Approval of such plans shall not relieve the industrial user from complying with applicable laws 
and regulations pertaining to the use, storage or transportation of hazardous substances. Slug 
control plans shall contain at least, the following: 

(1) Description of discharge practices, including non-routine batch discharges. 

(2) List of chemicals stored. 

(3) Procedures to immediately notify the Authority of slug discharges, including any discharges 
prohibited in Section 201, with procedures for follow-up written notification within five days. 

(4) Provisions for preventing adverse impact from accidental spills, inspection and maintenance 
of storage areas, handling and transfer of chemicals, loading and unloading operations, control of 
plant site runofT, worker training, containment structures, procedures for containing toxic organic 
pollutants and emergency response measures and equipment 

(O Signs shall be permanently posted in conspicuous places on the discharger’s premises, advis¬ 
ing employees whom to call in the event of a slug or accidental discharge at a flow rate and/or pol¬ 
lutant concentration which will cause interference with the POTW or a pass through. Employers 
shall instruct all employees who may cause or discover such a discharge with respect to emer¬ 
gency notification procedures. 

205 Notification 

205.1 Notification of Changed Discharge 

All users shall promptly notify the Authority in advance of any substantial change in the volume 
or character of pollutants in its discharge including all of the following, if applicable: 

(a) Groundwaters that are purged for remedial action programs 

(b) Groundwaters containing pollutants that infiltrate into the sewers 

(c) The listed or characteristic hazardous wastes for which the user has submitted initial notifica¬ 
tion pursuant to Section 205.4 of this Article. 

205.2 Notification of Slug or Spill Discharge 

(A) (1) In the case of any discharge in violation of these Rules and Regulations or permit condi¬ 
tions, and in the case of any discharge that could cause problems to the POTW, including any slug 
loadings, as defined in these Rules and Regulations, the industrial user shall, within one hour of 
becoming aware of such discharge, notify the Authority of the discharge by telephone at the tele¬ 
phone number listed in the User’s Wastewater Discharge Permit The notification shall include: 

(a) The date, time, location and duration of the discharge. 

(b) The type of waste, including concentration and volume; and 

(c) Any corrective actions taken by the user. 

(2) Within five days following such a discharge the user shall submit a written report describing 
the cause of the discharge and the measures that will be taken by the user to prevent similar fu¬ 
ture discharges 

(3) Such notification shall not relieve the user of any expense, loss, damage, or other liability re¬ 
sulting ftyf^Jh^discharge, nor shall such notification relieve the user pfi 3 fty.fines, civil penalties, 
or other liability which may be imposed under these Rules and Regulations or^jfher applicable 
State or Federal law. 

2053 Self-Monitoring Violations 

When sampling performed by an industrial user indicates a violation, the user shall notify the Au¬ 
thority within 24 hours of becoming aware of the violation by contacting the wastewater plant su¬ 
perintendent The user shall repeat sampling and pollutant analysis and submit in writing, the 
results of this second analysis within 30 days of the first violation, except if: 

(A) The Authority performs sampling at the facility at a frequency of at least once per month, or 

(B) The Authority performs sampling between the time the user performs the initial sampling and 
the time when the user receives the results of this sampling 

205.4 Hazardous Waste Notification 

Industrial users shall notify the Authority, the EPA Regional Waste Management Division Direc¬ 
tor, and the State Hazardous Waste Authorities in writing of any discharge into the POTW of a 
substance, which, if otherwise disposed of, would be a hazardous waste under 40 CFR Part 261. 
Such notification must include the name of the hazardous waste as set forth in 40 CFR Part 261, 
the EPA Hazardous Waste Number, the type of discharge (continuous, batch, or other), and other 
requirements set forth in 40 CFR 403.12 (P) (IX 

205.5 Notification of Operating Upsets 

(A) If a discharger experiences an upset in operations which places that discharger in a tempo¬ 
rary state of non-compliance with these Rules and Regulations or with a condition of its Waste- 
water Discharge Permit, the discharger shall inform the Authority by contacting the wastewater 
plant superintendent within 24 hours of first becoming aware. The discharger shall file a written 
report with the Authority within five (5) days. That report shall specify. 

(1) Description of the upset, its cause, and impact on the discharger’s compliance status. 

(2) Duration of non-compliance, including exact dates and times of non-compliance, and if the 
non-compliance continues, the time by which compliance is reasonably expected to resume 

(3) All steps taken or to be taken to reduce, eliminate and prevent recurrence of such an upset or 
other conditions of non-compliance. 

(B) An upset shall constitute an affirmative defense to an action brought for non-compliance with 
Categorical Pretreatment Standards if the requirements of 40 CFR 403.16 (Q are met 

(Q In any enforcement proceeding the industrial user seeking to establish the occurrence of an 
upset shall have the burden of proof. 

(D) The industrial user shall control production of all discharges to the extent necessary to main¬ 
tain compliance with Categorical Pretreatment Standards and/or local limits upon reduction, 
loss, or failure of its treatment facility until the facility is restored or an alternative method of 
treatment is provided. This requirement applies in the situation where, among other things, the 
primary source of power of the treatment facility is reduced, lost or fails 

205.6 NotificatioRof Bypass 

(A) An industrial user may allow any bypass to occur which does not violate any Pretreatment 
Standards, requirements or local limits, but only if it also is for essential maintenance to assure ef 
ficient operation These bypasses are not subject to the provision of paragraphs (B) and (C) of this 
section. 

(B) Notice. 


(1) If an industrial user knows in advance of the need for a bypass, it shall submit prior notice to 
the Authority, if possible, at least ten (10) days before the date of the bypass. 

(2) An industrial user shall submit oral notice of an unanticipated bypass that exceeds applicable 
Pretreatment Standards, requirements or local limits to the Authority by contacting the waste- 
water plant superintendent within 24 hours fhom the time the industrial user becomes aware of 
the bypass. A written report shall also be provided within 5 days of the time the industrial user 
becomes aware of the bypass The written report shall contain a description of the bypass and its 
cause; the duration of the bypass, including exact dates and times, and, if the bypass has not been 
corrected, the anticipated time it is expected to continue; and steps taken or planned to reduce, 
eliminate, and prevent recurrence of the bypass The Authority may waive the written report on a 
case-by-case basis if the oral report has been received within 24 hours 
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(O Prohibition of Bypass 

(1) Bypass is prohibited, and the Authority may take enforcement action against an industrial user 
for a bypass, unless: 

(a) Bypass was unavoidable in order to protect the public health, prevent loss of life, personal in¬ 
jury, or severe property damage; 

(b) There were no feasible alternatives to the bypass, such as the use of auxiliary treatment facili¬ 
ties, retention of untreated wastes, or maintenance during normal periods of equipment down¬ 
time This condition is not satisfied if adequate back-up equipment should have been installed in 
the exercise of reasonable engineering judgment to prevent a bypass which occurred during nor¬ 
mal periods of equipment downtime or preventative maintenance; and 

(c) The industrial user submitted notices as required under paragraph (B) of this section. 

(2) The Authority may approve an anticipated bypass, alter considering its adverse effects, if the 
Authority determines that it will meet the three (3) conditions listed in paragraph (C) (1) of this sec¬ 
tion. 

206 Records Retention 


A discharger subject to these Rules and Regulations shall retain, preserve and make available up¬ 
on request of the SHVUA, State or USEPA for no less than three (3) years, all records books, docu¬ 
ments, memoranda, reports, correspondence, and all summaries thereof, relating to monitoring 
sampling and chemical analyses made by or in behalf of a discharger in connection with its dis¬ 
charge 

All records which pertain to matters which are the subject of conciliation action or any other en¬ 
forcement or litigation activities brought by the Authority pursuant hereto shall be retained and 
preserved by the discharger until all enforcement activities have concluded and all periods of lim¬ 
itation with respect to any and all appeals have expired. 

All users shall also retain any records when requested to do so by a representative of the EPA, 
State or SHVUA. 

207 Sample Analysis 

All sampling and analyses of the characteristics of samples, to which reference is made in these 
Rules and Regulations, shall be performed pursuant to laboratory procedures set forth in 40 CFR 
136 “Guidelines for Establishing Test Procedures for Analysis of Pollutants" or methods set forth 
in the latest edition, at the time of analysis, of “Standard Methods for the Examination of Water 
and Wastewater” prepared and published jointly by the APHA, AWWA and WPCF. 

Where these two references are in disagreement on procedures for the analysis of a specific pol¬ 
lutant, the methods given in 40 CFR 136 shall be followed. 

Where 40CFR 136 does not contain sampling and analytical techniques for the pollutant in ques¬ 
tions, or where the administrator determines that the part 136 sampling and analytical techniques 
are inappropriate for the pollutant in question, sampling and analysis shall be performed by using 
validated analytical methods or any other applicable sampling and analytical procedures ap¬ 
proved by the administrator. 

208 Confidential Information 

(A) Information on an industrial user derived from written reports, questionnaires, permits, moni¬ 
toring programs and inspections shall be available to the public and other governmental agencies 
without restriction unless the user specifically requests and is able to demonstrate to the Authori¬ 
ty that release of such information would disclose trade secrets or secret processes of the industri¬ 
al user. 


The user, fiimishing the report must clearly mark “Confidential” any portion of a report which 
contains trade secrets or secret processes. Confidential information shall not be released to the 
public, but shall be made available upon request to the State and USEPA for uses related to these 
Rules and Regulations, the NPDES Permit or the Pretreatment Program injudicial review or en¬ 
forcement proceedings involving the person furnishing the report However, the information pro¬ 
vided shall be treated as confidential by the aforementioned agencies. 


(B) All effluent data submitted to the Authority will not be recognized as confidential 


(O Requests regarding right to inspect, copy or receive copies of all information with respect to an 
industrial user, on file with the Authority, shall be processed in accordance with the Michigan 
Freedom of Information Act (MCL 15.231 et seq.)

Authorized representatives of the Authority, the State and USEPA, upon presentation of creden¬ 
tials, shall have the right to enter the premises of any user who may be subject to the require¬ 
ments of these Rules and Regulations for the purpose of inspecting sampling examining records 
or copying records in accordance with Article VII of these Rules and Regulations Denial of entry 
shall constitute a violation of these Rules and Regulations and be subject to enforcement action 


210 Monitoring Facilities 

(a) A permittee shall provide and operate at his own expense, a monitoring facility to enable the 
Authority to inspect, sample, and measure the flow of each sewer discharge. Each monitoring fa¬ 
cility shall be situated on the dischargers premises, unless the Authority determines that such lo¬ 
cation would be impractical 


(b) There shall be ample space in or near a monitoring facility to enable Authority personnel to 
take and to prepare accurate samples for analysis. 


(c) All monitoring facilities shall be constructed and maintained in accordance with the Authori¬ 
ty’s standards and all applicable local construction standards and specifications. Construction 
shall be completed within 120 days of receipt of a permit by the discharger. 


(d) The permit holder shall maintain at his expense, the facility, sampling and measuring equip¬ 
ment where required, at all times in a safe and proper operating condition. 


211 Inspection and Sampling 


(a) The Authority may inspect the Facility of a user to determine compliance with the require¬ 
ments of these Rules and Regulations The user shall allow the Authority or its representatives to 
enter the facility of the user at all reasonable hours The Authority shall have the right to set up 
on the user’s property such devices as are necessary to conduct sampling inspection, compliance 
monitoring and/or metering operations 

(b) Where a user has security measures in force which would require proper identification before 
entry upon their facility, the user shall make necessary arrangements with their security so that 
upon presentation of identification, personnel from the Authority, the MDEQ and the USEPA will 
be permitted to enter, without delay. The Authority also reserves the right to copy a discharger’s 
records pursuant to 40 CFR 403.12(oX2X 

Sections Charges and Fees 

3.01 Purpose 

The SHVUA shall adopt a written rate policy, and thorn time to time, set rates and charges in ac¬ 
cordance with the provision of the sewer service agreements existing between the Authority and 
the local communities or other entities signatory thereto. These rates and charges shall be de¬ 
signed to recover thorn parties and customer classes benefited, the flill actual cost of services ren¬ 
dered. Further, the Authority shall require that a user charge system which is acceptable to the 
Michigan Department of Environmental Quality and to the United States Environmental Protec¬ 
tion Agency, be instituted by the communities, WHERE APPLICABLE 

It is the purpose of this section to provide for the payment of fees fhom dischargers to the SHVUA 
wastewater disposal system, to compensate the SHVUA for the cost of administration of the pre¬ 
treatment program established here AND TO RECOVER TREATMENT COSTS FOR EXCESS 
COMPATIBLE POLLUTANTS 

Nothing in this Section is intended to prevent a local community from setting such fees and 
charges as are necessary for the local community to recover the cost of services with respect to a 
locally-owned sewage system. 

3.fl2I)escrmtipn of Charges.ftnd.Ecgs 

The Authority shall collect charges and fees, including late fees and interest, directly from the af 
fee ted industrial users for at least the following 

(a) Annual industrial surveillance fees 

(b) Surcharges for compatible pollutants discharged in excessive concentrations as detailed in 
Section 3.04 of this Article. 

(c) To recover actual additional costs it may incur in connection with inspecting and enforcement. 
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implementation of the industrial pretreatment program, sampling, testing, handling and treating 
the wastes not covered by existing wastewater charges in addition to the annual industrial sur¬ 
veillance fee referred to above. 

(d) Cost of handling and treating wastewater into the sewer, not otherwise provided 

The above charges and fees are separate from any sewage or excess sewage fees collected pur¬ 
suant to Michigan Public Act 185 of 1967. 

3,03 Non-Eesidential User Surcharge 

The SHVUA shall adopt as a part of its schedule of rates and charges, a non-residential user sur¬ 
charge to be collected by the local communities in conjunction with the basic sewage disposal 
charges thorn all non-residential users as identified by the local community. These charges are to 
be paid to the SHVUA as part of the sewage disposal billing process. 


101 -Permit Issuance and fieissuance 

The Authority shall issue, or reissue, as the case may be, a wastewater discharge permit in draft 
form to the user for a 30-day review and comment period During this period, the user may sub¬ 
mit written comments on the draft permit to the Authority. After the 30-day review and comment 
period and the Authority's consideration of any comments received, the final permit may be is¬ 
sued The user may appeal any final permit pursuant to Article VII of these Rules and Regula¬ 
tions.

3.05 Rate Review 

Such charges and fees may be changed from time to time by the SHVUA to provide for recovery of 
the fUll actual cost of these programs from the users thereof. Before submitting a proposed 
change for SHVUA approval, the SHVUA shall provide all proposed fee and surcharge changes, 
and shall provide an opportunity to review the basis for them, including necessary financial state¬ 
ments, and to provide an opportunity to the municipalities to object or comment upon those pro¬ 
posed changes in fees and surcharges. The municipalities shall be given the opportunity to re¬ 
view and audit pertinent Authority records The Authority books and records shall be kept in ac¬ 
cordance with generally accepted Accounting Standards 


A user failing to timely submit any reports as required by Section 5 of this Article, or as required 
by a Permit issued in accordance with these Rules and Regulations on the date said report is re¬ 
quired to be submitted, shall be subject to a late filing fee as set forth in the Schedule of Rates and 
Charges as adopted by the Authority for sewerage systems owned and operated by the Authority, 
from time to time 

Failure to pay the late filing fees shall subject the user to enforcement actions as determined ap¬ 
propriate by the Authority including the revocation of any permits issued in accordance with 
these Rules and Regulations

(A) Prior to issuing an industrial or commercial certificate of occupancy, a community contracting 
for wastewater services with the Authority shall require each industrial and commercial dis¬ 
charger to file an Industrial/Commercial Waste Questionnaire with the Authority The Question¬ 
naire shall serve as the application for obtaining a Wastewater Discharge Permit All industrial 
users proposing to connect to or to discharge sewage, industrial wastes and other wastes to the 
POTW shall, at least 90 days prior to said connection, complete and file an Industrial/Commercial 
Waste Questionnaire in the form prescribed by the Authority' with a copy to the local community. 
Existing industrial or commercial discharges who do not have a permit, shall complete and file 
this Questionnaire with the Authority within 180 days after the effective date of these Rules and 
Regulations 


(A) Require compliance with National Categorical Pretreatment Standards Permit modification 
shall occur within 9 months of the promulgation of the applicable standard. Where an industrial 
user, subject to a National Categorical Pretreatment Standard has not previously submitted a 
questionnaire as required by Section 5.01, the industrial user shall submit a completed question¬ 
naire within 180 days after the promulgation of the applicable National Categorical Pretreatment 
Standard by the EPA 

(B) Assure compliance with the POTW NPDES Permit 

(Q Incorporate new conditions or parameters of concern due to substantial change in the users 
operations or new information concerning existing conditions. 

(D) Incorporate changes in Federal or State Laws or changes in the Authority’s approved Indus¬ 
trial Pretreatment Program. 

(E) Change or terminate special conditions of the Permit, including but not limited to monitoring 
frequency or parameters to be monitored. 

(F) Correct any omissions or typographical errors. 

(G) Reflect changes in the monitoring locatioa 

(H) To address a user’s noncompliance with portions of an existing permit 

(I) For any other reason, if the Authority reasonably believes the modification is necessary to en¬ 
sure either that the POTW complies with its NPDES permit or that the POTW does not negatively 
affect the receiving water quality standards, the national air quality standards or any other ap¬ 
plicable permit, order, statute, regulation or limitatioa 

The Permittee shall be given written notice of any proposed changes in its Permit, at least 30 days 
prior to the effective date of change, unless a shorter time is necessary to protect the treatment 
plant, protect human health or the environment 

iOftEermit Transfer 

Wastewater Discharge Permits shall be issued to a specific discharger for a specific operation 
and may not be assigned or transferred to another discharger or to another location without the 
prior written approval of the Authority of the change, and the written approval of the Authority. 

4.Q7.SJXC1&1 Condition Discharge Authorization 

For any user wishing to discharge wastewater which does not meet the requirements of Section 
401 B.l, the AUTHORITY may, at its discretion, issue a permit with special conditions as part of 
its authorization to discharge. These special conditions shall apply to discharges, determined by 
the AUTHORITY, to prevent any potential adverse affect on the POTW’s operations or any provi¬ 
sion of these Rules and Regulations It may contain the following conditions as deemed neces¬ 
sary:

(2) If the Industrial/Commercial Waste Questionnaire evaluation determines that the industrial 
user is a non-significant industrial user, a Permit will not be required, provided, however, that the 
Authority may require a permit for the purpose of imposing special conditions on the discharge 
pursuant to Section 407. 


(3) Any user is subject to fine, imprisonment, or both, who discharges wastewater, industrial 
wastes or other wastes to a sewer tributary to a wastewater facility subject to the jurisdiction of

402 Permit Contents 

Wastewater Discharge Permits shall contain, as appropriate, the following: 

(A) Effective and expiration dates of the Permit; (duration not greater than 5 years);

(Q Discharge limitations based on the more stringent of Categorical Pretreatment Standards, Lo¬ 
cal Limitations as established in these Rules and Regulations, and State and Local Law; 

(D) Limits on average or maximum rate or time of discharge or requirements for flow regulation 
or equalization, or any combination of those limits or requirements; 

(E) Requirements for installation, operation and maintenance of the necessary pretreatment 
equipment including sampling facilities;

5Baseline. Monitoring Reports 


Within 180 days after the effective date of a Categorical Pretreatment Standard, or 180 days after 
the final administrative decision made upon a category determination submission under 40 CFR 
403.6CAX4), whichever is later, existing industrial users subject to such Categorical Pretreatment 
Standards and currently discharging to or scheduled to discharge to the Authority shall be re¬ 
quired to submit to the Authority a report which contains the information listed in 40 CFR 
403.12(B) (1) - (7), at least 90 days prior to commencement of discharge. New sources, and sources 
that become industrial users subsequent to the promulgation of an applicable Categorical Stan¬ 
dard, shall be required to submit to the Authority a report which contains the information listed 
in 40 CFR 303.12 (B) (1) - (5). New sources shall also be required to include in this report informa¬ 
tion on the method of pretreatment the source intends to use to meet applicable pretreatment 
standards. New sources shall give estimates of the information requested in 40 CFR 403.12 (B) (4) 
and (5). 

Industrial users subject to Categorical Pretreatment Standards shall submit an additional base¬ 
line monitoring report 90 days prior to commencing discharge from any new process regulated by 
said standards. 

Any changes to information requested under this Section shall be submitted to the Authority with¬ 
in sixty (60) days of any such changes 

5,02 Compliance Date Report 

Within 90 days following the date for final compliance with applicable Categorical Pretreatment 
Standards or, in the case of a new source, following commencement of the introduction of waste- 
water into the POTW, any user subject to Categorical Pretreatment Standards shall submit to the 
Authority a report containing the information described in 40 CFR 403.12 (B) (4H6). Where equiv¬ 
alent mass or concentration limits are established by the Authority for a user, this report shall 
contain a reasonable measure of the user’s long-term production rate. Where a user is subject to 
Categorical Pretreatment Standards expressed in terms of allocable pollutant discharge p£r unit 
of production, the report shall include the user’s actual production during the appropriate sam¬ 
pling period 

The report shall state whether the applicable pretreatment standards are being met on a consis¬ 
tent basis and, if not, what additional O & M and/or pretreatment is necessary to bring the user in¬ 
to compliance with the applicable pretreatment standards. This statement shall be signed by an 
authorized representative of the industrial user. 


(K) Statement of applicable civil and criminal penalties for violation of Pretreatment Standards, 
requirements. Local Limits, and any applicable compliance schedule; 

CL) Requirements for collecting, retaining and providing access to plant records relating to the 
user's discharge and for providing entry for sampling and inspection; 

(M) Requirements to develop and implement spill and slug control plans; 

(N) Statement of non-transferability; 

(O) Conditions for modification or revocation of the permit; 

(P) Other conditions as deemed appropriate by the Authority to ensure compliance with these 
Rules and Regulations, State and Federal Pretreatment Standards and Requirements. 

402.1 Additional Permit Conditions 

In the event that the Authority determines that a user is discharging pollutants in quality, quantity 
or in locations that can cause problems to the POTW or the receiving stream, the Authority has 
the authority to develop and enforce effluent limits applicable to the user. 

403 Permit Duration 

Wastewater Discharge Permits are issued for a five year period unless site specific constraints 
dictate a shorter time period, but in no case shall the duration exceed 5 years. 

Existing Permittees who received a Permit from the County of Wayne, shall continue to operate 
under said Permit, but shall apply for Permit reissuance a minimum of 90 days prior to the expi¬ 
ration of their existing Permit Upon timely application for reissuance of a Permit in accordance 
with this paragraph, the expired Permit shall be automatically extended until a final decision re¬ 
garding the application is made by the Authority. 


5,03 Periodic Compliance Reports 

The reports required by this section shall be based on the users self-monitoring, performed dur¬ 
ing the period covered by the report, and performed in accordance with Section 207 of these 
Rules and Regulations. 

5.03.1 Categorical Industrial Users 

(A) Any user subject to a Categorical Pretreatment Standard, after the compliance date of such 
pretreatment standard, or in the case of a new source, after commencement of the discharge into 
the POTW, shall submit to the Authority on a quarterly basis, unless required more frequently in 
the Pretreatment Standard or by the Authority, a report indicating the nature and concentration, 
of pollutants in the effluent which are limited by such Pretreatment Standards In addition, this 
report shall include the measured or estimated average and maximum daily flows for the report¬ 
ing period. 

(B) The Authority may impose mass limitations on users which are using dilution to meet applica¬ 
ble pretreatment standards, or in other cases where the imposition of mass limitations are appro¬ 
priate. In such cases, the report required by subparagraph (A) above shall indicate the mass of 
pollutants regulated by Pretreatment Standards in the effluent of the user. These reports shall 
contain the results of sampling and analysis of the discharge, including the flow and the nature 
and concentration, or production and mass where requested by the SHVUA of pollutants con¬ 
tained therein which are limited by the applicable Pretreatment Standards. 

(O For industrial users subject to equivalent mass or concentration limits established by the Au¬ 
thority in accordance with the procedures in 40 CFR 403.6 (C), the report required by paragraph 
(e) (1) shall contain a reasonable measure ofthe user's long-term production rate For all other in¬ 
dustrial users subject to Categorical Pretreatment Standards expressed only in terms of allowable 
pollutant discharge per unit of production (or other measure of operation), the report required by 
paragraph (e) (1) shall include the user’s actual average production rate for the reporting period. 


5,03.2 Significant Non-Categorical Industrial Users 

Significant non-categorical industrial users shall submit to the Authority once per quarter , on 
dates specified in the Wastewater Discharge Permits, a report detailing the nature, concentration, 
flow of the pollutants and other pertinent information as requested by the Authority. The report 
shall be submitted on a form provided by the Authority. 

5,03.3 More Freouent Monitoring 

If an industrial user subject to the reporting requirements in Section 5031 of this Article moni¬ 
tors or samples any pollutant or parameter more frequently than required by the Authority using 
the procedures prescribed in Section 207 of these Rules and Regulations, the results of this moni¬ 
toring shall be included in any report submitted to the Authority pursuant to Section 503 of this 
Article 

5.04 Signatory Requirements 

Pursuant to Michigan Administrative Code R 323.2310(11) and R 323.231 l(2XbXu), the reports re¬ 
quired under Sections 501, 5.02 and 503 of this Article shall include the following Certification 
Statement and shall be signed by an authorized representative as defined in Article I of these 
Rules and Regulations: 

I certify under penalty of law that this document and all attachments were prepared under my di¬ 
rection or supervision in accordance with a system designed to assure that qualified personnel 
properly gather and evaluate the information submitted. Based on my inquiry of the person or 
persons who manage the system, or those persons directly responsible for gathering the informa¬ 
tion, the information submitted is, to the best of my knowledge and belief, true, accurate, and com¬ 
plete. I am aware that there are significant penalties for submitting false information, including 
the possibility of fine and imprisonment for knowing violations. 

5.05 Self-Monitoring 

Significant industrial users may be required to perfoi*m self-monitoring of their wastewater dis¬ 
charge. Any required self-monitoring program shall be described in the users Discharge Permit 
and shall include designation of the sampling location, frequency of sampling, number of samples, 
types of samples, type of analysis required, standards for testing and increased reporting sched¬ 
ules A self-monitoring program may also be the result of enforcement action taken by the Author 
ity against the user, and shall be a part of any subsequent conciliation agreement or administra¬ 
tive orders 

A user subject to the self-monitoring requirements of this Section shall also be required to make 
notification and resample upon becoming aware of a violation in accordance with Section 205.3 
of these Rules and Regulations 

5ifc Timing 

Written reports and/or notifications shall be deemed to have been submitted on the date post¬ 
marked. For reports and/or notifications which are not mailed, postage prepaid, into a mail facili¬ 
ty serviced by the U. S. Postal Service, the date of receipt ofthe report shall govern. 

Section 6. Enforcement 

6,01 Notification ofViolation 

Upon determination of a violation of these Rules and Regulations or Wastewater Discharge Per¬ 
mit issued, the SHVUA shall take the appropriate enforcement action which may include a writ¬ 
ten notice ofviolation. Within 10 days ofthe receipt ftom the Authority of a written notice of viola¬ 
tion by a user, the user shall submit to the Authority an explanation ofthe violation and a plan for 
satisfactory correction and prevention of the cause ofthe violation shall be submitted to the Au¬ 
thority. Submission of this plan in no way relieves the user of liability of any previous or future vi¬ 
olations. 

6,02 Notice of Non-Compliance 

If the Authority finds that a discharger is in significant non-compliance, as defined in Article I of 
these Rules and Regulations, with applicable Categorical Pretreatment Standards, Permit re¬ 
quirements and/or Local Limits, the Authority may serve or cause to be served upon that discharg¬ 
er a written notice either personally or by certified or registered mail, return receipt requested, 
stating the nature of the alleged violation. The notice shall set forth a time, date and location for a 
conciliation meeting. 

The Authority shall also forthwith notify the local contracting community of that meeting and 
shall request that its representatives attend. The discharger shall attend the meeting and present 
a corrective plan of action to resolve the non-compliance. The corrective plan of action and relat¬ 
ed compliance schedule may be set forth in a mutually agreed upon conciliation agreement to be 
signed by the discharger and the Authority. 

If. however, mutual agreement cannot be reached or the discharger refuses to sign the concilia¬ 
tion agreement the Authority may issue a unilateral administrative order to force timely compli¬ 
ance with specified requirements and/or permit limitations 

6.03 Compliance Schedule Progress Report 

A discharger subject to a compliance schedule resulting from any enforcement actions, or as a 
condition of its Wastewater Discharge Permit shall submit a progress report to the Authority no 
later than 14 days following each increment milestone date specified in the compliance schedule. 
This report shall disclose whether the user complied with the increment of progress to be met on 
that date, the reason for delay if the date was not met, and the steps being taken to return to the 
original compliance schedule. 

In no event, however, may more than 9 months elapse between progress reports. If a user acts in 
full accordance with a compliance schedule, as approved and adopted in accordance with this 
Section, that user is deemed to be in compliance only for the parameters affected by the compli¬ 
ance schedule. Exceedences of additional parameter limitations shall be considered violations 
and subject to enforcement action. 

6.04 Administrative Orders 

6.04.1-SIiqw Cause Order 

The Authority may order any user which causes or contributes to violation of these Rules and 
Regulations, Wastewater Discharge Permit or Order issued hereunder, to show cause why a pro¬ 
posed enforcement action should not be taken. The notice of the meeting shall be served person¬ 
ally or by registered or certified mail (return receipt requested) at least 10 days prior to the hear¬ 
ing Such notice may be served on any principal executive, general partner or corporate officer. 
Whether or not a duly notified industrial user appears as noticed, enforcement action may be pun 
sued as appropriate. The hearing may be closed to the public at the request of the user for good 
cause shown. Request to close the meeting shall be made in writing and received by the Authority 
at least 24 hours in advance Failure to comply with a Show Cause Order shall constitute a fur¬ 
ther violation of these Rules and Regulations and subject the user to further enforcement action. 

6.042 Consent Order 

As a result of the Show Cause Order and subsequent hearing a Consent Order may be issued by 
the Authority. The user assumes responsibility for its non-compliance and is willing (in good 
faith) to correct the cause(s) ofthe non-compliance. The Order is an agreement, mutually accept¬ 
able to both the Authority and the user, which contains a compliance schedule, stipulated fines, 
penalties or remedial actions and signatures of both parties This Order prohibits future viola¬ 
tions and shall provide for corrective actions by the user. 

6.043.CQmpli<fflC€i}nl£r 

When the Authority finds that a user has violated or continues to violate these Rules and Regula¬ 
tions or a Permit or Order issued thereunder, the Authority may unilaterally issue an Order to the 
industrial user responsible for the discharge directing that, following a specified time period, fur¬ 
ther enforcement action shall be taken unless adequate treatment facilities devices or other re¬ 
lated appurtenances have been installed and are properly operated, and compliance is achieved. 
Orders may also contain stipulated fines or penalties compliance schedules subject to the provi¬ 
sion of Section 503 of these Rules and Regulations and other requirements as might be reason¬ 
ably necessary and appropriate to address the non-compliance, including the installation of pre- 
treatment technology, additional self-monitoring and management practices The stipulated 
penalties shall be in such amounts as are determined necessary to compensate the public for 
damages difficult to quantify related to injury to the environment and for the recovery from the vi¬ 
olator of economic benefits realized by non-compliance and for the purpose of deterring future vi¬ 
olations or non-compliance. 

6.044 Cease and Desist Orders 

When the Authority determines a user has violated or continues to violate these Rules and Regu¬ 
lations a Discharge Permit or an Order issued hereunder, the Authority may issue an Order to 
Cease and Desist all illegal or authorized discharges immediately. 

(A) In instances of an emergency, including but not limited to, imminent danger to the public 
health, POTW, or environment, the Order to Cease and Desist may be given by telephone. This 
action shall be followed by a written Order to Cease and Desist 
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(B) In non-emergency situations, the Cease and Desist Order may be used to suspend or perma¬ 
nently revoke Industrial Wastewater Discharge Permits. 

(Q Hie Cease and Desist Order may order the industrial user to take such appropriate remedial 
or preventive action as may be needed to properly address a continuing or threatened violation, 
including halting operations and terminating the discharge. 

fi 05 Administrative Fines and Penalties 

Notwithstanding any other section of these Rules and Regulations, any user who is found to have 
violated any provision of these Rules and Regulations, or Permits and Orders issued hereunder, 
may be assessed a fine of $1,000 per day, or the maximum allowable under State Law for each vio¬ 
lation. Each day on which non-compliance shall occur or continue shall be deemed a separate 
and distinct violation. The fine shall be incorporated into a Notification of Violation, Notice of 
Non-Compliance, Conciliation Agreements or Administrative Orders, as applicable. Such assess¬ 
ments shall be added to the user’s next scheduled sewer service charge and the Authority shall 
have such other collection rights and remedies as designated by law and these Rules and Regula¬ 
tions to collect said service charges Unpaid charges, fines and penalties shall constitute a lien or 
the individual user’s property. Industrial users desiring to dispute such fines must file a request 
for the Authority to reconsider the fine within 10 days of being notified of the fine. A hearing on 
the matter shall be held by the Authority within 15 days of receiving the request from the user. 
Users may appeal the Authority determination in accordance with provisions of Article VII 

fi 06 Emergency Suspension of Service and Discharge Permits 

The Authority may for good cause suspend the Wastewater Treatment Service and the Waste- 
water Discharge Permit of a discharger if the Authority finds that an actual or threatened dis¬ 
charge presents or may present an imminent or substantial danger to the health or welfare of pen 
sons, substantial danger to the environment, or interference with the operation of the POTW or 
passthrough- A discharger who is notified of the suspension of Wastewater Treatment Service 
and/or the discharger’s Wastewater Discharge Permit, shall, within a reasonable period of time, 
as determined by the Authority cease all discharges 

If a discharger fails to comply voluntarily with the suspension order within the specified time, the 
Authority shall take such steps as deemed necessary, including severance of the sewer connec¬ 
tion, to prevent or minimize damage to the POTW, its receiving stream or endangerment to any in¬ 
dividuals The Authority shall allow the user to recommence its discharge when the user has 
demonstrated to the Authority’s satisfaction that the endangerment has passed, unless termina¬ 
tion proceedings are initiated against the user. 

A user that is responsible, in whole or in part, for any discharge presenting imminent endanger- 
ment shall submit a full report to the Authority within five days of the incident This report shall 
be a detailed written statement describing the causes of the harmfiil contribution and the mea¬ 
sures taken to prevent any ftrture occurrence The information in this report shall be considered 
during any related Show Cause or Termination Hearing 

Local communities whose wastewater is transported or treated by the facilities of the Authority 
may join with the Authority in enforcement action and take such other action to effectuate these 
Rules and Regulations. 

Failure of the contracting community to join in the enforcement action shall not limit the Authori¬ 
ty’s authority to enforce these Rules and Regulations and the provisions of this section as to any 
discharger. 

6.07 Revocation of Permit 

Any user who violates the following conditions of these Rules and Regulations or a Wastewater 
Discharge Permit or Order, or any applicable State or Federal Law is subject to permit revoca¬ 
tion. 4 

(A) Violation of the terms and conditions of the Permit 

(B) Failure to factually report the wastewater constituents and characteristics of the discharge 
(Q Failure to report significant changes in wastewater constituents and characteristics 

(D) Refuse reasonable access to the Permittee premises by Authority personnel for the purposed) 
of inspection or monitoring 

(E) Failure to pay fines, penalties or costs incurred by the Authority, pursuant to this Section 6 of 
Article V. 

Non-compliant industrial users shall be notified of the proposed termination of their Wastewater 
Discharge Permit and be given an opportunity to show cause under Section 6.04.1 of these Rules 
and Regulations why the proposed action should not be taken. 

ftQ8 AimuaLPublication 

A list of all users which were determined to be in significant non-^bmpliance, as defined in these 
Rules and Regulations, with any provisions of these Rules and Regulations or any Permit or On 
der issued hereunder during the period since the previous publication shall be annually pub¬ 
lished by the Authority in the largest daily newspaper, published in the municipalities in which 
the Authority is located All users identified in a proposed publication shall be provided a copy of 
that proposed notice at least 30 days before publication and provided with an opportunity to com¬ 
ment as to its accuracy. 



A user shall have an affirmative defense in any action brought against it alleging a violation of the 
prohibitions pursuant to Michigan Administrative Code R. 323.2303(3), where the user can 
demonstrate that it meets the criteria set forth in both the following: 

(A) It did not know or have reason to know that its discharge, alone or in conjunction with a dis¬ 
charge or discharges from other sources, would cause pass through or interference. 

(B) A local discharge limit designed to prevent pass through or interference was developed in ac¬ 
cordance with 40 CFR 403.5(c) for each pollutant in the user’s discharge that caused pass through 
or interference, and the user was in compliance with each local discharge limit directly before 
and during the pass through or interference, or if a local limit designed to prevent pass through 
or interference has not been developed in accordance with 40 CFR 4035(c) for the pollutant that 
caused the pass through or interference, the user’s discharge directly before and during the pass 
through or interference did not change substantially in nature or constituents from the user’s pri¬ 
or discharge activity when the publicly owned treatment works was regularly in compliance with 
its national pollutant discharge elimination system permit requirements and, in the case of inter 
ference, applicable requirements for sewage sludge use or disposal. 

ftlQ-J.udicial Proceedings 

The Authority may commence an action for appropriate legal and/or equitable relief in the appro¬ 
priate Court, in any instances of conduct contrary to the provisions of these Rules and Regula¬ 
tions. Nothing in this Section is intended to supersede any applicable actions or penalties by the 
State or USEPA or to prevent the Authority from enforcing the requirements of other sections of 
these Rules and Regulations. 

&1Q.1 Injunctive Relief - Public Nuisance 

Whenever an industrial user has violated or continues to violate the provisions of these Rules and 
Regulations or Permit or Order issued hereunder, the SHVUA, may petition the Court for the is¬ 
suance of a Preliminary or Permanent Injunction, or both, (as may be appropriate) which re¬ 
strains or compels the activities on the part of the industrial user. 

Nothing contained in this Article shall be construed as limiting in any manner the powers of the 
local health officer in the community or communities affected, and if any unsanitary conditions 
exist, the same is hereby declared to be a public nuisance and shall be abated in accordance with 
the provisions of applicable law. 

6JLff2 Civil Fines 

(A) Any industrial user who has violated or continues to violate these Rules and Regulations or 
any Order or Permit issued hereunder, shall be liable to the Authority for a civil fine of $1,000, 
plus actual damages incurred by the POTW per violation per day for as long as the violation con¬ 
tinues. In addition to the above described fine and damages, the SHVUA may recover reason¬ 
able attorney’s fees, court costs, and other expenses associated with the enforcement activities, 
including sampling, monitoring and analysis expenses 

(B) The SHVUA shall petition the Court to impose, assess, and recover such sums In determin¬ 
ing amount of liability, the Court shall take into account all relevant circumstances, including, but 
not limited to, the extent of harm caused by the violation, the magnitude and duration, any eco¬ 
nomic benefit gained through the industrial user’s violation, corrective actions by the industrial 
user, the compliance history of the user, and any other factor as justice requires 

ft 10-3 Criminal Prosecution 

(A) A person who is found guilty of violating any provision of these Rules and Regulations which 
is listed below, is guilty of a misdemeanor and is expressly made subject to fine or imprisonment, 
or both, and upon conviction, may be punished by a fine of not more than $500, or the maximum 
allowable under State Law, or by imprisonment in the Wayne County Jail for not more than 90 
days, or both: 

(1) Intentional unpermitted dischaige, 

(2) Falsification of monitoring report. 


(3) Improper sampling, with evidence of intent to falsify or mislead, 

(4) Intentional failure to install monitoring equipment after deadline was established by adminis¬ 
trative order, 

(5) Intentional recurring violation of compliance schedule in permit,or a violation of a compli¬ 
ance schedule in an administrative order, and 

(6) Illegal discharge when the dischaige causes harm and there is evidence of intent 

(B) A person who is found guilty of failure to comply with an affirmative requirement of these 
Rules and Regulations which is expressly made subject to fine or imprisonment, or both, may be 
punished by a fine of not more than $500, or by imprisonment in the Wayne County Jail for not 
more than 90 days, or both. 

(C) If a violation is committed by a person who acts or fails to act upon behalf of a corporation or a 
partnership, that person shall be held personally liable for fine or imprisonment or both. 

6.10.4 Falsifying Information 

A person is subject to fine or imprisonment or both, who knowingly makes a false statement rep¬ 
resentation or certification in an application, record, report plan or other document filed or re¬ 
quired by these Rules and Regulations or by an express condition of a Permit issued under au¬ 
thority of these Rules and Regulations, or who tampers with or renders inaccurate a monitoring 
device or method required under these Rules and Regulations or by an express condition of a 
Permit issued under the authority of these Rules and Regulations 

6.11 Recovery of Costs 

In addition to the civil and criminal penalties prescribed by these Rules and Regulations, a user 
is liable for all costs incurred if the user 

(A) is in violation of its permit an order, this Ordinance, prohibitions or mandates; 

(B) causes a deposit or obstruction; 

(O causes damage to disposal system equipment a sewer or POTW; 

(D) impairs the treatment process, or precipitates extraordinary treatment procedures; or 

(E) discharges pollutants which enter the receiving waters by either POTW passthrough or 
through an overflow facility resulting in a NPDES permit violation. 

The Authority shall determine all costs incurred as a result of the user’s action, including the 
amount of that loss, NPDES fines, if applicable, and the expense of the cleaning, repair and re¬ 
placement work needed to remedy that damage and subsequent administrative charges, and shall 
bill the user for the full amount of all such costs and expenses. Failure to pay that amount, in fUlL, 
within thirty days after receipt of the billing, shall constitute grounds for the immediate revoca¬ 
tion of that user’s Wastewater Discharge Permit The Authority may commence the appropriate 
proceeding to recover such costs and expenses. 

Section 7 Miscellaneous 

7.01 Removal Credits 

Where applicable, the Authority may elect to initiate a program of removal credits as part of these 
Rules and Regulations to reflect the POTW’s ability to remove pollutants in accordance with 40 
CFR Part 403.7. 

7.02 Net/Gross Calculations 

Categorical Pretreatment Standards and Local Limits may be adjusted to reflect the presence of 
pollutants in the industrial user’s intake water in accordance with this Section. 

Any industrial user wishing to obtain credit for intake pollutants must make application to the Au¬ 
thority. Upon request of the industrial user, the applicable standard will be calculated on a 
“NETT’ basis (i.e., adjusted to reflect credit for pollutants in the intake) if the requirements of 40 
CFR 403.15 are met 

7.03 Miscellaneous 

Hauled Wastewater 

Hauled Wastewater and septic tank waste may be introduced into the SHVUA POTWS only at lo¬ 
cations and such times as designated by the Authority provided: 

(A) Such waste shall not violate Section 2.01, these Rules and Regulations 

or any requirements established by the Authority. A waste analysis may be required 
prior to discharge when a prohibited dischaige is suspected. 

(B) All dischargers shall be subject to the provisions of the hauled wastewater and septage policy 
as established by the Authority. 

7.04 Pollution Prevention 

The Authority shall encourage users to voluntarily adopt pollution prevention measures 

7.05 Mercury Reduction Plans 

The Authority may require a user to develop, submit for approval and implement a Mercury Re¬ 
duction Plan ("MRP") if the user discharges wastewater that will, or has a reasonable potential to, 
exceed the quantification level for mercury, as set forth in Appendix A of these Rules and Regu¬ 
lations Such plan shall include a written commitment by the user to reduce the concentration of 
mercury in the user’s effluent to concentrations below the quantification level within three years 
of the implementation of the approval of the plan by the Authority. Hie plan shall be submitted 
on a form provided by the Authority. The user must submit to the Authority a semiannual report 
on the status on the mercury reduction efforts 

To ensure compliance with the Local Discharge Limit for mercury as set forth in Appendix A of 
these Rules and Regulations, a user may elect to implement a Mercury Reduction Plan. 

ARTICLE VI 

AUTHORITY AND DUTIES OF INSPECTORS AND 
PROTECTION OF OWNERS 

This section defines the extent and limitations of the authority of the Authority to police waste- 
water systems connected to SHVUA wastewater facilities to insure compliance with these Rules 
and Regulations. 

Section 1. AUTHORITY 

(A) An authorized representative of the Authority who bears proper credentials and identifica¬ 
tion shall be promptly permitted to enter non-residential properties which are tributary to the 
publicly-owned treatment works for the purposes of inspection, observation, measurement, sam¬ 
pling, and testing of wastewater and affiliated equipment in accordance with the provisions of 
these Rules and Regulations At the time of permit application or renewal, the Authority shall 
negotiate and execute a written agreement with the applicant which sets forth those times, 
places, and conditions under which an inspector may enter the applicant’s premises The agree¬ 
ment may include provisions which hold the permittee harmless for injury to an inspector upon 
the premises which is not caused by negligence of the permittee or its employees 

(B) An authorized representative of the Authority who bears proper credentials and identifica¬ 
tion shall be promptly permitted to enter all private properties through which the Authority or lo¬ 
cal municipality holds a duly negotiated easement, for the purposes of, but not limited to, inspec¬ 
tion, observation, measurement, sampling, repair, and maintenance of any portion of the waste- 
water transmission facilities which lie within that easement All entry and subsequent work, if 
any, on said easement, shall be done in ftill accordance with the terms of the duly negotiated 
easement pertaining to the private property involved 

Section 2. Duties 

While performing necessary work on private properties pursuant to Section 1, an authorized rep¬ 
resentative of the Authority shall observe and comply with all safety rules applicable to the 
premises as established by the company. 

ARTICLE VII 

APPEAL PROCEDURES 

A user who believes it is aggrieved of the actions of the Authority in enforcing this ordinance may 
appeal to the Director for the relief of that grievance. An appeal shall be made as follows: 

Section 1 - Appeal Request 

(A) Hie appeal request must be in writing, directed to the Director and received by the Director 
within twenty (20) days of the decision or act that is the subject of the appeal. The appeal request 
shall be made in triplicate, and shall set forth the specific act or matter complained of and in dis¬ 
pute. Additionally, the appeal request shall include all documentation which supports the appel¬ 
lant’s position. 


(B) Hie Director or his designee shall, within thirty ($0) business days of receipt of a written ap¬ 
peal request, acknowledge such receipt in writing to all interested parties. Thereafter, the Direc¬ 
tor or his designee shall arrange for a hearing to be held in accordance with Section 3 of this Arti¬ 
cle, or if appropriate, direct a representative of the Industrial Pretreatment Program Section of 
the Authority (IPP Representative) to schedule a conciliation meeting with the appellant, as soon 
as practicable, at the mutual convenience of the parties to resolve the dispute. 

Section 2 - Conciliation Meeting 

(A) If a conciliation meeting is held, it shall be open to all interested parties and their representa¬ 
tives. Hie meeting, if necessary, may be adjourned to a mutually acceptable date or dates 

(B) If the appellant or IPP Representative determines that the dispute cannot be resolved through 
the conciliation meeting process, the parties shall so inform the Director in writing and request a 
hearing in accordance with Section 3 of this Article. If future conciliation meetings are no longer 
needed, the Director or his designee, shall so notify the parties involved and issue a decision 
within fifteen (15) days, in writing, by mail, to the interested parties to the dispute. 

(C) If it is determined by all interested parties and the IPP Representative that the dispute has 
been satisfactorily resolved through the conciliation meeting process hereto. Within thirty (30) 
days of the last conciliation meeting, the IPP Representative shall reduce such resolution to the 
form of a written agreement or order for signature by the interested parties. 

Section 3 - Hearing Procedure 

(A) In the event a hearing is required pursuant to Sections 1 or 2(b) of this Article, the Director 
shall promptly appoint a disinterested hearing officer of suitable qualifications to conduct an ad¬ 
ministrative hearing and to receive testimony and evidence presented by the aggrieved party. 
The hearing officer shall also receive testimony and evidence from the Authority or others as he 
or she deems necessary. 

(B) Hie hearing officer shall conduct the hearing and file a written report of said hearing with the 
Director within thirty (30) days of higher appointment The hearing officer shall have the right to 
extend this thirty day period for good cause. However, in such event, his/her report will be sub¬ 
mitted to the Director within fifteen (15) days of the conclusion of the hearing and the taking of 
testimony and evidence. 

(C) The hearing officer’s report shall include a brief statement of factual matters at issue, the na¬ 
ture of the testimony and evidence received and shall include a recommendation to either up^ 
hold or modify the decision or action in question on such terms as the hearing officer deems equi¬ 
table. 


(D) Upon receipt of the hearing officer’s report, the Director shall render his/her decision in writ 
ing within fifteen days of the receipt of the report In any event, the Director shall not be bound 
by the recommendation of the hearing officer. The decision of the Director shall be final and en¬ 
forceable at law, unless the appeal involves a citation and a subsequent appeal is made within 
sixty (60) days and the Authority Commission grants a review of the Director’s decision. The deci¬ 
sion of the Authority Commission shall be final. 

L A person or Municipality aggrieved by a final decision of the Director or the Authority Commis¬ 
sion may petition to the Wayne County Circuit Court for judicial review. The petition shall be 
filed not later than sixty (60) days following the receipt of the final decisioa An aggrieved person 
or municipality shall exhaust all administrative remedies provided in this Section before seeking 
judicial review. 

(ED With respect to the hearing conducted, the hearing officer shall not be bound strictly by the 
rules of evidence which would apply in a court of competent jurisdiction The hearing officer 
shall have the authority to receive such evidence as he/she deems relevant and material and to 
give the evidence as is received such weight and probative value as, in the hearing officers discre¬ 
tion, is deemed proper. 

ARTICLE VIII 

SEPARABILITY AND REPEALER CLAUSE 

If any part or parts of these Rules and Ftegulations are held to be invalid or of no effect by any 
Court, Board or Agency, the remaining part or parts of these Rules and Regulations shall remain 
in ftill force and effect and continue to be the ftill Rules and Regulations. Further, all Rules and 
Regulations inconsistent with or conflicting with any part of these Rules and Regulations are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency or conflict 

Nothing in these Rules and Regulations shall be construed to require an existing discharger to 
possess a permit prior to completion of proceedings for issuance of a permit for which a timely 
and sufficient application has been submitted, or to require an existing discharger to achieve any 
of the numerical limitations of Appendix “A” prior to the expiration of a compliance schedule 
contained in an issued permit or prior to expiration of a period of time necessary to provide such 
discharger a reasonable opportunity to achieve compliance with these Rules and Regulations. 

ADOPTION AND EFFECTIVE DATE 

These Rules and Regulations shall be adopted by Resolution of the communities of the SHVUA 
and with concurrence by resolution of the constituent municipalities. 

After adoption of the Resolution and concurrence by the constituent municipalities, a notice of 
this Resolution and these Rules and Regulations shall be published in a newspaper of general 
circulation within the territory encompassed by the Authority and within the territory furnished 
service by the Authority. 

These Rules and Regulations shall become effective 30 days after the date of publication of the 
Notice and the Rules and Regulations.
